I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your 
information  and  consideration  ray  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
195o|  and  to  include  (in  Section  F)  a,n  account  of  the 
Local  Health  nuthority’s  services  in  the  West  Riding  County 
Council’s  ITo.l.  Division, 

It  is  again  a combined  report  covering  the 
eight  urban  and  rural  districts  in  this  large  Division,  for 
producing  it  in  this  way  supplies  the  essent.ial  information, 
makes  comparisons  possible,  and  costs  very  much  less  money. 
However,  when  making  comparisons  it  should  be  remembered 
that  there  is  no  other  Division  ,in  the  Administrative

and  to  the  Chief  Officers  and  Staffs  of  other  Departments 
for  help  so  vrillingly  given.

GEIIEFulL  PROVISIOII  0?  HEALTH  vEERVICES  FOR  THE  MSU 

1 . lABOR'iTORY  rJERVICSE  : 

The  laboratories  at  Bradfor^iy  Kendal,  Preston 
and  Wakefield  continue  to  examine  samples  of  milk,  water, 
ice-cream  and  other  foods,  along  with  specimens  for 
bacteriological  examination.  They  provide  an  excellent 
service,  and  the  Directors  are  always  available  for 
consultation. 

2.  HOSPITAL  SERVICES; 

These  services  were  reviewed  at  some  length  ,in 
the  Annual  Report  for  1957  and  tliere  have  been  no 
iroportant  changes  during  the  past  year.  But  as  it  was 
one  in  which  the  national  Health  Service  ended  its  first 
decade,  some  general  observations  may  be  appropriate  on 
this  occasion.  The  most  .important  is  that  nearly  100 
per  cent  of  the  population  is  using  the  Service,  and  the 
firuancial  barrier  to  those  seeking  advice  and  treatment 
has  largely  been  eliminated.  This  is  especially  important 
when  the  whole  life  of  the  Service  has  been  marked  by 
financial  crises  and  rising  prices,  the  advent  of  very 
expensive  drugs,  and  the  ever  increasiig  cost  of  hospital 
care , 

It  should  also  be  remembered  that  many  of  the 
hospitals  which  the  Service  inherited  were  in  poor  shape 
either  by  reason  of  age  or  inadequate  maintenance  during 
the  War.  Despite  these  difficulties  the  rise  in  available 
"staffed"  beds  has  been  over  6 per  cent,  a.M  the  number 
of  in-patients  treated  in  them  has  risen  by  over  30  per 
cent.  Tile  consultant  and  specialist  services  have  been 
strengthened,  and  the  number  of  out-patients  seen  at 
their  clinics  has  increased  by  more  than  12  per  cent. 

These  consultants  are  now  available  to  visit 
patients  in  their  own  homes  at  the  request  of  the  fam.ily 
doctors,  thus  extending  to  all  classes  a,  service  only 
previously  available  to  the  more  affluent.  The  number  of 
family  doctors  has  been  increased  by  some  2,500  and  they 
are  better  distributed. 

With  regard  to  local  arrangements,  plans  have 
been  prepared  for  a new  out-patient  department  at  Skipton 
General  Hospital,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  will  be  ready 
for  use  in  about  two  years  time, 

Maternit^r  accommodation  has  again  been  sufficient 
to  meet  all  demands,  but  as  the  avai3.able  beds  are  situated 
in  Keighley,  Skipton,  Kendal,  Lancaster  and  Horth  East 
Lancashire,  they  are  not  very  accessible  to  patients  living 
in  the  Horth  Craven  area. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospitalisat- 
ion have  been  fov;,  and  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in 
finding  accommodation  for  them,,  whilst  the  number  of  empty 
beds  in  both  sanatoria  serving  the  Division  has  continued 
to  increase.  The  shift  in  emphasis  from  cure  to  prevention 
is  obviously  an  .important  factor  in  these  instances,  and  it 
is  also  discernible  in  the  reduced  demands  on  hospitals 
catering  for  children,  and  for  orthopaedic  conditions. 
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As  yet,  little  is  known  about  the  prevention  of  mental 
deficiency  (i.o.,  montal  siibnormality  of  varying  degrees 
exist jjig  from  birth),  and  in  previoiio  years  xto  have  h-c.d 
groat  difficulty  in  finding  acconnodat ion  for  the  younger 
defect ivos  requiring  constant  attention  and  nursing. 

This  year,  c.nd  purely  by  cliancc,  the  demand  for  tlxis  typo 
of  accommodation  has  boon  less.  The  waiting  lists  for 
the  long-term  sick  hospita3.s  have  also  been  rather  shorter, 
and  the  provision  of  one  hundred  beds  for  this  type  of 
patient  at  the  Middleton  Hospital  at  Ilkley  has  undoubtedly 
been  a considerable  help. 

Ancillary  services  - o.g,,  ]^ray,  physiotherapy, 
laboratory,  are  inevitably  a long  way  from  the  homos  of  many 
patients  in  rural  areas.  Those  patients  suffer  a great  deal 
of  InconveniencG  in  comparison  with  people  living  in  the 
larger  towns,  although  subjected  to  the  same  taxation. 

To  take  one  examplo,  patients  in  the  Settle  district  would 
f Mod  it  a very  great  convenience  to  have  a physiotherapy 
service  in  tliat  town.  Unfortunately,  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  provide  that  although  discussions  on  its 
provision  stUl  continue, 

3.  TRS/iTMEIlT  CEmES  AIO  CLILIICS; 

Anto-natal,  relaxation,  school  and  child 
welfare  clinics  aro  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
and  include  a mobile  clinic.  Details  are  given  in  Section  F. 
Chest  Clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  and  supervision  of  their  family  contacts  are 
located  in  Skipton,  Barnoldswick  and  Settle.  They  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  hospital  authorities,  as  are  the 
venereal  diseases  clinics  at  Keighley,  Burnley,  Preston 
and  Lancaster. 

4.  DOMICILIARY  SBRVIGES 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 
provision  of  hoalth  visitors,  hom.e  nurses,  nidwives  and 
homo  helps.  Further  information  will  bo  found  in  Section  F. 

5 • diRE  OF  TID  BLIID ; 

Under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  194^  a blind 
person  is  defined  as  one  "so  blind  as  to  be  unable  to  perform 
any  work  for  which  eyesight  is  required".  If  aged  forty  or 
over,  such  persons  can  claim  a noru- contributory  old  age 
pension. 


Persons  w^ho  are  not  bliiid  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act,  but  are,  nevertholess,  substantially  and  permanent- 
ly handicapped  by  defective  vision  may  bo  classified  as 
partially  sighted,  and  covae  within  the  scope  of  tho 
welfare  services  \7hich  the  local  authority  are  empowered 
to  provide  for  blind  persons,  but  are  not  eligible  for  a 
special  pension,  Tho  Blind  Persons*  Tcachors  exercise 
supervision,  and  help  with  their  problemsi  and  specialifst 
examinations  are  carried  out  periodically  by  an  ophthalmologist. 


6,  lETIOiaL  ASSISTAiTGE  ACTS  1948  and  1951 


These  Acts  provide  for  the  removal  to  hospital 
or  other  suitable  place  of  persons  who;-  (a)  are  suffering 
from  grave  chroaic  disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm,  or 
physically  Incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves, 
and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  pixDper  care 
and  attention, 

Urider  the  first  Act  application  for  removal 
is  mode  to  a Magistrates  Court,  under  the  second  an  order 
can  be  mode  by  a local  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  is  used 
in  cases  of  urgency.  This  form  of  compulsory  removal  is 
one  of  the  saddest  tasks  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
only  undertaken  with  the  greatest  reluctance  after  every 
effort  lias  been  mode  to  deal  with  the  situation  in  other 
ways,  and  when  the  individual  refuses  to  co-operate  or 
enter  a hospital  or  welfare  home.  It  was  necessary  to 
invoke  these  powere  on  two  occasions  during  the  year,  the 
cases  being  those  of  elderly  people  whose  mode  of  life  and 
squalid  homos  could  not  be  improved  despite  many  attei'^ts 
to  help  thorn  over  a period  of  months,  and  where  no  assistance 
could  be  obtained  from  their  families. 

7.  ATMOSPHERIC  FOLLUTIOH; 

The  stimulus  provided  by  the  Beaver  Committee 
which  led  to  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1956  has  not  lost  its  force, 
and  although  no  Smoke  Control  Areas  have,  as  yet,  been 
designated  within  the  Divisiom,  a good  deal  of  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  emission  of  smoke,  grit  and  dust  from 
factories . 


That  is  visible  pollution,  but  the  even  more 
harmful  effects  of  gaseous  pollution  remain,  and  will  tax 
the  resources  of  all  engaged  in  the  present  campaign  for 
years  to  come.  Lime  burning,  which  has  been  a frequent 
source  of  complaint  in  some  parts  of  the  Division  has  ceased 
to  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Department.  Its 
supervision  has  passed  to  the  Alkali  Works  Inspectorate,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  more  success  will  attend  their  efforts  to 
deo.l  vrith  an  admittedly  difficult  problem. 

Of  the  direct  relationship  between  atmospheric 
pollution  and  fog  there  is  now  no  doubt.  Also  no  doubt 
that  fog  is  responsible  for  many  deaths  from  acute  respiratory 
disease.  In  fact,  it  has  been  suggested  that  in  London 
there  is  a critical  level  of  four  times  the  customary  winter 
average  of  atmospheric  pollution  above  which  a fog  will 
cause  a marked  and  immediate  rise  in  the  death  rate.  The 
long  term  effects  of  pollution  .in  relation  to  chronic 
bronchitis  and  lung  cancer  remain  largely  unexplored. 

The  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  is 
undertaken  by  the  Gaunty  Council  in  conjunction  with  the 
Department  of  Industrial  and  Scientific  Research,  and 
instruments  are  located  in  Skipton  and  at  iklham  Tarn. 

These  are  deposit  gauges  measuring  the  amount  of  deposited 
matter  polluting  the  atmo sphere j lead  peroxide  instruments 
measuring  the  amount  of  siILphur  (SO2)  pollution:  and  a 
smoke  filter  which  measures  the  average  daily  suspended 
impurity.

8.  IIUGLEAR  R/iDL\TIOII  H/iZ/iRDS. 

In  the  Report  for  1957  mention  was  made  of  the  incident 
at  Windscale  in  Gumberland,  and  the  dissei-iinat  ion  of  radio-active 
iodine  over  a wide  area  of  the  suiroundir^  country.  S.ince 
then  the  Government  has  extended  its  arrangements  for  monitoring 
radio-active  fall  out,  and  samples  of  water  aro  now  taken  from 
selected  drinking  \ifater  sources.  A.lso  samples  of  soil  and 
vegetation.  The  Divisional  area  is  not  included  in  this 
monitoring,  but  an  appreciation  of  the  overall  situation  is 
obtained  from  results  obtained  in  other  places.  Complete  records 
of  deliveries  of  radioisotopes  are  also  mainta.ined.  Up  to  the 
present  there  have  been  no  deliveries  to  premises  within  the 
Divisional  area. 
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9.  FOOD  I-IYGISIffi; 

Food  poisoning  does  not  just  happen.  It  is 
always  caused,  and  the  cause  is  nearly  alvrays  the  act  of 
negligence  of  a human  being.  If  it  were  possible  to  keep 
a public  health  inspector  permanently  on  watch  in  every 
catering  establishiment , all  irould  probably  be  well,  but 
as  that  is  manifestly  impossible,  the  a3in  must  be  to 
tra,in_  every  manager  of  a catering  place  to  bo  his  own 
public  health  monitor. 

The  Inspectors  continue  to  devote  as  much 
time  to  this  natter  as  their  many  other  duties  permit, 
and  further  publicity  material  in  the  form  of  leaflets, 
posters,  and  labels  he.s  been  provided.  The  Press, 
particularly  trade  and  techJiioal  journals  and  womens* 
magazines  continue  to  give  valuable  support. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  measures 
taken  to  deal  with  this  problem  of  food  poisoning  are 
meeting  with  some  success  for  in  a report  from  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  it  is  stated  that  7,071  incidents 
were  reported  in  1957.  Tho-t  is  8 per  cent  less  tho.n  .in 
1956.,  and  21  per  cent  less  than  .in  1955*  VJhilst  many 
individual  cases  of  food  poisoning  are  not  notified,  it 
is  unlHcely  that  many  large  outbreaks  occur  without 
being  noticed.  As  usual,  the  maximum  incidence  was  in 
the  summer  months,  reflecting  the  close  relation  between 
atmospheric  temperature  and  the  growth  of  bacteria  in  food. 
And  well  over  half  the  outbreaks  were  associated  with 
processed  and  made  up  meats  « i.e.,  reheated  meats  and 
meat  pies  of  various  types.  Eggs  and  egg  products, 
particularly  from  foreign  countries,  continue  to  produce 
salmonella  infections.  And  that  ,is  a type  of  germ  which 
can  easily  be  introduced  into  an  abattoir  by  .infected 
pigs,  and  then  spread  to  cutting  up  and  sausage  mak.ing 
rooms. 


It  was  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report  that 
salmonellae  of  roany  types  are  a.lso  frequently  found  in 
fertilisers  - of  vrhich  fish  meal,  bones  and  dried  blood 
are  common  constituents.  These  are  also  commonly  used 
for  the  preparation  of  animal  feod:ing  stuffs,  and  animals 
may  act  as  dispersers  of  infection  via  the  abatto.ir  and 
carcase  meat. 

Control  of  food  poisoning  must,  therefore, 

include 

(a)  Reporting  of  human  cases  so  that  they  and  their 
contacts  may  be  prevented  from  spread.ing 
disease. 

(b)  Education  of  caterers  and  food  handlers  in  a 
high  standard  of  kitchen  and  personal  hygiene. 

(c)  The  extension  of  proper  refrigeration  of  food. 

(d)  Hygienic  production,  and  pasteurisation  of  frozen 
and  liquid  whole  egg  and  egg  albumen.  Users  of 
these  egg  products  would  be  performing  a valuable 
service  :if  they  deKianded  such  pasteurised  products 
from  their  suppliers. 
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10.  CRErMIOMs 


As  tlie  Medical  Oificor  of  ricaltli  is  the  medical 
referee  to  the  S]’:ipton  Crenatorium,  it  is  perhaps  appropriate 
to  mention  here  that  there  have  been  1,056  cremtions  during 
1958.,  and  6,566  since  the  cre':mtoriui.i  vras  opened.  The 
Council’s  croj-iatoriun  therefore  continues  to  provide  mch 
needed  facilities  for  a fairly  wide  area. 

There  are  nov;  well  over  one  hundred  crematoria 
in  Groat  Britain,  and  .in  1957  there  i/oro  almost  10,000  more 
cremations  tlian  in  the  previous  year,  let  72  per  cent  of 
the  people  who  died  rocoived  eo.rth  burial,  and  there  is  an 
increasing  feeling  that  this  figure  could  well  be  reduced 
in  the  interests  of  aesthetics  and  hygiene  in  this  crowded 
island.  C^uito  apart  from  the  heavy  loss  entailed  to  ro.to- 
payers  in  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  cemeteries  and 
burial  groiinds. 


PI^iLElIOS  OF  AliD  COin'RQL  OVER  DIFECTIOUS  DISIA'.SFS. 


1.  DIPHTijFRn . 

As  thoro  have  been  no  cases  of  diphther.ia  in  the 
Division  for  several  years,  parents  are  iiiiovitably  losing 
interest  in  its  prevention.  But  a high  state  of  lnnuniso.t ion 
is  the  surest  barrier  to  the  spread  of  a disease  which  has 
yet  to  be  eradicated  in  Britain.  In  fact,  twenty  five  cases 
were  notified  in  England  and  Nales  in  one  v/eek  in  October, 
195^1*  The  majority  of  these  occurred  in  and  around  London, 
but  could  equally  we3IL  have  occurred  elsewhere  amongst 
children  lacking  a good  artificial  immunity. 

2.  SCARLET  FEVER; 

55  not.if  icat  ions  were  received  of  a m.ild  type  of 
disease,  the  majority  of  which  were  nurs^  at  home.  There 
has  been  no  evidence  of  a nephritogenic  strain  of  streptococcu 
germ,  such  as  has  been  reported  elsewhere  to  cause  kidney 
disease  following  scarlet  fever. 

3.  WHOOPIITC  COUGH; 

There  were  14  notified  cases  in  Barnoldswick,  but 
very  few  in  the  other  districts.  The  .incidence  was  very  low 
throughout  the  country  generally. 

4.  iEASLES ; 


As  all  districts  had  a liigh  incidence  of  this 
disease  in  1957  it  was  not  eixpocted  that  there  wcnald  be  many 
cases  in  1958.  There  v/erc  in  fact  few  until  the  autumn  when 
Settle  Rural  District  had  a considerable  outbreak,  followed 
later  by  smaller  outbree-ks  in  Bovland  and  Skipton  Urban 
District.  Fortuna.toly,  this  is  at  present  a mild  disease, 
for  as  the  patient  is  most  infectious  before  the  rash  appears 
control  is  difficult. 

5 .  'SlilLLPOXs 


This  disease  was  not  notified  during  the  year,  but 
it  was  as  near  to  us  as  Cheshire  where  there  were  five  cases, 
one  being  fatal.  With  a national  vacc.ination  rate  of  43  per 
cent  (in  1957),  the  disease  can  occur  at  any  time,  being 
introduced  by  infected  persons  arriving  by  air  from  Lidia 
or  other  endemic  centres.  Li  West  Bengal  alone  10,000 
deaths  from  smallpox  were  reported  during  the  summer,  and 
if  an  infected  person  has  been  vaccinated  his  or  her  attack 
of  smallpox  may  be  so  modified  that  suspicion  is  not  aroused, 
and  a mistaken  diagnosis  of  chicken  pox  made.  Chicken  pox 
in  an  adult  recently  arrived  from  Asia  or  Africa  must 
therefore  always  be  suspected  as  smallpox  until  proved 
otherwise  by  clinical  and  laboratory  exam, inat ion . 

Recent  vaccination  is  the  only  protection  against 
smallpox,  for  there  is  no  treatment  of  value  once  the  disease 
starts.  The  only  persons  not  eligible  for  it  are  those  few 
suffer.ing  from  or  known  to  liave  had  eczema.  TJiey  s?ionld  not 
be  vaccinated  oven  for  emi*  gxn.t  i on  pn.i-j^osos. 
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6.  MEimiGOCOCaiL  IlgBCTIQlI; 


This  fora  of  neningitis  wo.s  not  notified  in 
either  1957  or  1958,  yet  ovor  a thousand  cases  have 
occurred  in  England  and  VJalos  in  each  of  the  last  ten 
years,  /ilt hough  effective  treatment  is  available  it  is 
often  a fulminating  and  over\;hclning  infection  in  young 
children,  and  the  mortality  rate  is  usually  around  20 
per  cent. 

7.  FOOD  POISOITPIG ; 

Although  no  notifications  were  received  this 
bacterial  infection  is  so  common,  particularly  in  the 
siLmmer  months,  that  it  is  difficult  to  believe  that  no 
cases  occurred.  The  only  cases  reported  were  three 
members  of  a family  living  in  Bradford  who  had  eaten 
'■mushrooms”  brought  home  by  the  father  when  v/orking  in 
one  of  the  Dales.  They  had,  in  fact,  eaten  poisonous 
fungi,  but  all  recovered  after  a severe,  acute  illness. 
A fellov;  worlman  also  collected  these  fungi,  but 
fortunately  discarded  them  on  getting  home. 

8.  DYSEI'lTEF^Yr 


The  incidence  of  this  disease  has  been  high 
this  year  in  England  and  Wales.  Of  the  Sonne  type,  it  is 
mainly  mild  and  as  many  cases  escape  notification  the  true 
incidence  is  probably  a good  deal  higher  than  avs..ilable 
statistics  suggest.  It  occurs  mostly  in  the  colder  months, 
is  spread  largely  by  personal  contact  (direct  or  indirect) , 
and  for  that  reason  is  most  prevalent  amongst  younger 
children  where  it  is  difficult  to  achieve  a high  standard 
of  personal  and  particularly  of  hand  hygiene.  Spread  to 
their  families  follows  in  many  cases, 

T’rvat  v/as  the  experience  in  Earby  where  119 
cases  were  notified  from  late  November  onv/ards,  after  the 
infection  was  , introduced  into  a junior  school,  A few 
associated  cases  were  notified  in  Barnoldswick,  and  the 
adja,cent  parts  of  Skipton  Rural  District,  but  none  elsewhere. 

9.  POLIOI-fiELITIS; 


1958  was  a year  of  low  incidence  throughout 
England  and  VJales,  with  nonp-paralytic  cases  mailing  up  about 
one  third  of  the  total  notifications,  and  the  greatest 
incidence  of  paralysis  in  the  *under  five*  and  'over  twenty 
five*  years  of  age  groups. 

In  the  Division  three  co-ses  of  paral^i^ic  ’polio* 
were  notified.  Two  wore  very  mild,  the  third  was  fatal. 

This  third  case  had  to  be  accepted  for  statistical  purposes, 
but  there  is  no  doubt  the  child  contracted  her  infection  in 
Lancashire,  and  was  resident  there  until  her  death. 

The  two  non-paralytic  cases  were  in  adult  males. 

VJhy  these  five  cases  should  have  developed  the  disease 
do  not  know,  for  in  the  majority  of  people  ’polio’  virus 
infection  is  primarily  a benign  infection  of  the  alimentary 
tract  which  causes  no  symptoms  and  results  in  lasting 
immunity  to  the  same  type  of  virus.  Only  occasionally  does 
the  virus  po.ss  from  the  bowel  into  the  blood  stream,  and  thence 
to  the  central  nervous  system,  when  symptoms  of  a mild 
aseptic  meningitis  follow.  Pa.ralysis  is  even  rarer,  occurring 
in  about  1 ,in  100  to  1 in  1,000  infections,  according  to  the 
age  at  which  the  infection  occurs,  the  immunity  of  the 
infected  person  and  the  virulence  of  the  infecting  virus* 
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Uliat  we  do  know  is  that  the  incidence  of 
paralytic  disease  in  those  who  have  been  vaccinated  is 
about  one  f ifth  of  that  in  the  unvaccinated.  Vacc:ination 
apparently  does  prevent  people  "catching"  the  :infection, 
nor  does  it  interfere  with  the  disseaination  of  the  virus  - 
i,e.,  the  spreading  of  infection  to  others.  As  currently- 
used  it  therefore  has  no  nodifying  effect  on  the  circulation 
of  virus  within  the  comunity,  and  as  there  is  no  effective 
treatnent  ^^re  must  obviously  give  protection  against  the 
possib.ility  of  a paralytic  attack  of  ’polio’  to  as  many 
people  as  possible.  Further  information  on  ’polio’ 
vaccination  vrill  be  found  in  Section  F, 

10.  TUBERCULOSIS; 

During  the  last  ton  years  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  in  England  and  VJales  have  fallen  by  38  per  cent, 
and  deaths  by  78  per  cent.  Total  eradication  of  the  disease 
has  come  increasitigly  within  the  range  of  possibility. 

Modern  drugs,  chest  surgery,  mass  radiography,  better  case 
finding,  B*C*G.  vaccination,  and  the  general  improvement  in 
social  conditions  have  a31  played  their  part.  But  much 
remains  to  be  done  when  39  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified 
in  this  one  Division  during  1958,,  even  when  compared  with 
56  notifications  in  1957,  Furthermore,  there  is  still  a large 
infector  pool  in  the  community  - an  estimate  of  75,000  unknown 
cases,  many  of  them  infectious,  was  quoted  in  last  year's 
Report.  The  Division  presumably  has  its  share  of  these  cases. 
Case  finding  therefore  remins  the  crux  of  the  problem,  and 
the  mass  radiography  units  continue  to  do  good  work.  Attention 
has  also  been  focussed  on  the  elderly  laale  with  a chronic 
cough  which  is  often  due  to  the  brealcing  down  of  a previously 
quiescent  or  healed  lesion  with  the  onset  of  ageing  processes, 
and  the  occurrence  of  acute  respiratory  infections.  It  is 
believed  that  family  doctors  can  play  an  mportant  part  in 
reducing  the  infector  pool  in  their  locality  by  arranging  for 
a chest  X-ray  of  all  such  suspect  cases, 

When  the  mass  indiography  units  comi:ionced 
oporations  in  I943  between  3 and  4 castas  of  act  ive  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  v/ere  found  in  every  thousand  people  X-rayed. 

To-day  the  yield  is  about  half  what  it  was  then,  but  these 
units  arc  still  a valuable  weapon  in  dctoct.ing  disease, 
particularly  where  it  is  possible  to  organise  voluntary  help 
and  house  to  house  visiting.  The  recent  survey  in  Glasgow 
v/as  a remarlcable  example  of  what  can  be  done  given  sufficient 
time,  money,  enthusiasm  and  staff.  But  its  total  cost  was 
£114,269.,  being  £44.11.0d.  for  each  of  the  2,842  new  cases 
of  active  tuberculosis  found. 

Unfortunately,  few  places  can  at  present 
aspire  to  such  a programr.ic,  and  the  time  which  the  Regional 
Hospital  Boai-ds  Units  can  give  to  any  particular  area  is 
limited.

These  fi^ircs  do  not  Include  436  pupils  and  staff 
of  a seconder]'’  nodern  school  vrho  wore  X-rayed  by  the  Unit 
on  a special  visit,  follo\/ing  a diagnosis  of  pulnonary 
tuberculosis  La  one  of  the  teachers,  ilo  cases  of  active  or 
inactivG  tuberculosis  \joto  foand,  and  after  several  months 
observation  in  hospital  the  teacher’s  disease  was  in  fact 
stated  to  be  non- tuberculous. 

Another  neabor  of  the  teaching  profession,  in  this 
instance  enploycd  in  a nursery  school,  was  found  to  have 
puJ.aonary  tuberculesis  in  the  siuinor  holidays.  All  the 
children,  including  those  v;ho  had  uovod  on  to  other  schools, 
were  given  a tuberculin  skin  test,  and  the  rest  of  the  staff 
X-rayed.  The  resu3.ts  indica.ted  that  there  had  been  no 
transmission  of  ;infection,  from  wliat  was  a very  early  lesion. 

The  routine  tuberculin  skin  testing  of  all 
school  entrants  has  been  on  a much  reduced  scale  this  year, 
because  of  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination  programme.  But  it 
was  possible  to  give  protection  against  tuberculosis  by  B.C.G, 
vaccino.tion  to  those  thirteen  year  olds  for  v/hon  consent  had 
been  given,  and  skin  testing  had  shown  to  bo  susceptible. 

The  sta.tis’bics  arc  given  in  ocction  F.  B.C.G,  vaccine  has  also 
been  given  by  the  Chest  Physician  to  a number  of  children 
considered  to  be  at  special  risk. 

Althcnigh  bovine  tuberculosis  is  no  longer  a danger 
to  the  93  per  cent  of  the  population  in  ’specified’  areas, 

(being  those  in  v:hich  oiily  pasteurised,  sterilised  and 
tuberculin  tested  milk  can  be  sold),  it  is  gratifying  to 
learn  that  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  lias  now  included  the 
whole  of  the  West  RldLng  under  its  Attested  Hfirds  Scheme. 

Free  tuberculin  tests  of  cattle  commenced  in  March  with  the 
intention  of  declaring  it  an  Eradication  Area  m two  years  time. 

With  more  and  more  herds  being  freed  from  tuberculosis 
a further  problem  has  cone  to  light,  namely,  that  farmers  or 
farm  vrorkars  suffering  from  bovine  phthisis  (lung  tuberculosis) 
can  transmit  the  Infection  to  dairy  cows.  Ln  a milk  producing 
area  such  as  ours  tliis  is  a matter  which  needs  to  be  kept 
in  mind,  and  these  employed  on  farms  would  be  well  e,dvised  to 
take  adTOntage  of  visits  of  the  mass  radiography  unit  to 
their  districts. 

TSirning  briefly  to  statistics,  of  the  39  notifications 
received,  31  were  in  respect  of  pulmonc-ry  tuberculosis.  6?  cases 
were  admitted  to  chest  hospitals  during  the  year,  and  6l 
discliarged.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  v;ere  47G  cases  on 
the  register,  compared  with  536  in  1957.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  37  patients  vsuffering  from  active  disease  were  being 
provided  v/ith  two  joints  of  mil.k  daily  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Chest  Physician. 

11.  VEISPTAL  DIoFAPES ; 

These  diseases  are  not  notifiable,  and  although 
some  statistics  are  i^rovided  by  the  V.D,  Clinics  and  certain 
general  pro.ctitioners,  there  are  other  cases  treated  by  fam.ily 
doctors  both  privately  and  under  the  lIa,tio.nal  Hcjalth  Service, 
sometimes  vMthout  pathological  proof  of  diagnosis,  and  with 
little  attempt  to  3e(i  that  the  contacts  of  their  patients  are 
traced  and  examined.  However,  there  is  adequate  evidence  to 
show  tliat  in  England  and  Wales  the  incidence  of  gonorrhoea 
continues  to  rise  steeply,  and  o,lt hough  the  post-War  fall  in 
early  infectious  sypliilis  oontijiues,  it  seems  hard  to  believe 
that  it  will  not  stai’t  to  rise  bofoi*o  very  long.

12.  OrilER  DISEASES. 

notifications  of  acute  pnouiionia  wcro  fewer 
than  in  the  preceding  year*  Erysipelas  was  slightly 
higher.  Typhoid  and  paratyphoid  were  not  notified,  and 
there  was  no  recurrence  of  Asian  influenza  after  the 
epidenic  in  the  later  aonths  of  1957. 

Only  one  case  of  undulant  fever  was  reported, 
although  esciiiination  of  milk  samples  shows  tliat  Biucella 
abortus  infection  is  not  unconnon  in  this  Division. 

The  incidence  of  this  disease  vrould  undoubtedly 
be  higher  (a)  if  the  secretion  of  the  gem  in  nilk  was 
not  limited  to  a period  of  s.ix:  to  eight  weeks  at  calv.ing 
tme,  and  (b)  if  the  gems  were  not  killed  by  pasteurisation 
of  nilk.

It  is  of  sone  interest  to  conpare  the  trends  in 
infectious  diseases,  and  the  records  for  1939  have  recently  been 
studied.  Unfortunately,  the  figures  for  Bowland  R.D.  cannot 
be  trciced,  but  ,in  the  other  seven  districts  in  the  Division  the 
follow:ing  diseases  occurred;- 

(i)  Tuberculosis  - 50  cases,  30  deaths. 

(ii)  Scarlet  Fever  - 182  cases  of  which  176  were  admitted  to 

hospital,  and  one  died. 

(iii)  Diphtheria  - 48  cases,  2 deaths.  (In  1938  there  were 

53  cases  in  Skipton  R.D.  alone) . 

(iv)  One  case  of  typhoid  fover  was  notified,  but  there  Is  no 
mention  of  poliomyelitis,  dysentery  or  food  poisoning.

9.  DETAILS  OF  iiDV/uICES  FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  ACQUIRING  OR  CONSTRUCTION  OF 

HOUSES  s Nil 

10.  SUPPLEMEilTARY  REIilRKS 

Plans  are  in  Imnd  for  the  purchase  by  the  Council  of  35  sub- 
standard houses  by  agreement.  Redeve3-opment  schemes  for  the  sites 
at  present  occupied  by  these  houses  are  under  discussion  with 
tho  -u-ca  P3..anning  Officer. 

4 now  houses  were  erected  by  private  enterprise  during 
the  year,  tlxreo  of  which  comprised  part  of  the  development  of  a 
now'  site  by  a loceJ.  contractor.  This  development  is  still  proceed- 
ing. 

No  new  houses  w'ore  erected  by  the  Council,  but  casual 
vacancies  in  existing  houses  made  it  possible  for  13  fam.ilios  to 
be  rehoused. 

The  ounual  rencv;al  of  hous.ing  applications  was  completed 
in  January,  and  it  was  found  that  from  a total  of  90  applicants, 
only  27  had  a true  housing  need  based  on  inadequate  accommodation. 

A survey  of  the  sub-standard  houses  was  completed  later 
in  the  year,  and  a report  submitted  to  the  Council.  It  was  found 
that  since  the  previous  report  in  1955,  some  29  sub-standard  houses 
hnd  ceased  to  be  occupied  as  dwellings,  and  2 had  been  improved  by 
now  owners.  Included  in  the  former  figure  are  8 houses  in  the 
Brixlge  Street  area  wliich  have  been  acquired  by  tho  Ccjuncil,  by 
agreement  vrith  the  ovmor,  with  a view  to  demolition  and  redevelop- 
ment of  tho  site.  Similar  action  is  contemplated  with  2 further 
areas  comprising  33  houses. 
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13  applicc.t  ions  for  housing  inproverAent 
grant  wore  received  and  .c.pproved  during  the  year.  Tho 
majority  of  the  applicotions  were  for  the  installation  of 
bathrooms  and  W«C.  accomodation  in  older  houses  in  the 
district.  One  application  was  for  the  conversion  of  an 
accomodation  unit  at  the  forraer  Ministry  of  Supply  Hostel 
at  Howden  Road  ;into  a dwelling  for  the  nev;  ovmcr. 

Maintencance  of  tho  Counc.il  he  houses  lias  boon 
carried  out  by  this  deiJartuent  and  severa,!  iirrprovonients  were 
made,  including  the  conpletion  of  the  contract  for  tho  re-roofing 
of  the  72  houses  and  flats  on  the  foraor  Ministry  of  Supply 
estate,  and  tho  replacomcnt  of  independent  boilers  with  a 
larger  and  more  efficient  appliance. 

One  coat  iiaintenance  painting  continued  for 
the  ninth  successive  year.  This  system  is  proving  to  be  most 
satisfactory,  as  it  is  not  only  economical  but  also  ensures  tint 
wood  and  ironwork  has  naximun  paint  protection,  and  that  the 
paintwork  on  the  estates  is  always  clean  and  bright. 

Snail  maintenance  repairs  are  done  by  tho 
Council's  staff,  but  larger  items,  including  plumbing  work,  arc 
carried  out  by  contractor.  A new  5 cwt,  van  was  purchased  during 
the  year,  for  use  mainly  on  house  maintenance. 

The  annual  ga,rdens*  competition  was  held  once 
more,  and  it  is  remarkable  to  note  that  the  same  faces  appear  at 
the  prizegiving  each  year.  The  competition  also  has  tho  effect 
of  dra,wing  attention  to  those  tenants  who  persistently  neglect 
their  gardens.  Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  all  gardens 
are  maintained  in  a tidy  condition,  and  tlic.t  the  gardens  of 
neglectful  tenants  are  not  allowed  to  become  a nuisance  to  those 
of  their  neighbours. 


Housing  conditions  generally  in  the  district  are 
goodj  the  majority  of  houses  being  substantially  bu.ilt  of  stone  with 
slated  roofs.  Some  houses  aro  lacking  in  amenity,  particularly  in 
regard  to  ba.throons  and  indoor  sanitary  accommodation,  but  these 
conditions  are  being  improved  annually  with  the  aid  of  grants. 

The  proportion  of  owner-occupiers  in  relation  to  tenants  is  high, 
and  there  are  few  landlords  owning  more  than  one  or  two  houses, 

3.  MOVABLE  DilELLINGS; 


One  holiday  site  is  licensed,  restricted  to 
50  vans,  but  at  no  time  has  this  figure  been  achieved.  The  site 
is  popular  with  people  normally  resident  in  large  cities,  .iiicluding 
Leeds  and  Bradford,  Dur,ing  the  summer  months  the  majority  of  the 
vans  are  occupied  for  v:eek-ends.  There  are  a number  of  chalets  on 
the  site  which  are  subject  to  a limited  consent  under  the  Town  and 
Coutitry  Planning  Act,  1947.,  which  ensures  that  TAaintonance  is 
adequate.  Drainage  and  water  supply  are  available  on  the  site,  and 
a weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  this  Authority 
during  the  months  when  the  site  is  occupied. 

One  application  was  granted  dur.ing  the  year  for 
a licence  for  a site  for  one  resident, ial  caravan,  Su.itablc  cond,itions 
were  imposed,  designed  to  provide  adequate  sanitary  facilities. 


4 . SEVJETu^CtE  Aim  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL . 


A T-iajor  extension  to  the  sewerage  system  v/as 
completed  which  connected  the  hasrilot  of  Bninthwaite  on  the 
East  side  of  the  to\ni  to  tho  mains  sower  system.  Tiio  work  was 
done  in  such  a way  as  to  provide  sewerage  for  intervening 
development,  should  this  occur.  The  completion  of  the  sewer 
abated  a nuisance  which  had  been  growing  tl'irougiiout  previous 
years,  caused  by  pollution  of  the  beck  course,  due  to  an 
overloaded  septic  tanic  and  filter.  The  total  cost  of  the  work 
including  compensation  for  land  disturbance  was  £1,436. 

Some  trouble  was  experienced  vrhen  the  main  outfall 
sewer  leading  to  the  disposal  works  in  Keighley  Road  commenced 
to  surcharge,  causing  promatirrs  operation  of  the  storm  water 
overflows.  Similar  difficulty  was  encountered  ten  years  ago, 
at  that  time  it  v;as  found  that  the  sewer  contained  an  excessive 
amount  of  detritus,  in  the  form  of  road  grit  and  stones.  On 
that  occasion  an  effort  was  made  to  remove  the  mtcrial  by 
means  of  a sewer  plough,  with  only  partial  success. 

This  time  it  was  decided  to  employ  a specialist 
firm  on  the  work,  using  equipment  designed  for  the  job.  The 
•work  was  completed  in  a highly  successful  V7ay,  from  a 300  yard 
length  of  18"  sewer,  appr oxime, toly  10  tons  of  debris  v/ero 
removed,  including  sufficient  Imives,  forks  and  spoons  to  fill 
four  large  cardboard  cartons. 

During  the  year  a survey  of  the  district  was  made 
to  ascertain  exactly  the  number  of  ^'ra.stc  water  closets  still  :in 
use.  The  survey  revealed  that  there  still  remained  a larger 
number  thuin  had  been  supposed  for  some  time,  the  actual  number 
be,ing  353.  As  a result,  a report  was  prepared  based  on  tho 
survey,  the  Council  deciding  to  make  a grant  of  £10  to  owners 
carrying  out  conversions  voluntarily,  as  provided  by  the 
provisions  of  Section  47.  of  the  Public  Hoalth  Act,  1936. 

With  the  aid  of  th.is  grant,  together  with  housing 
improvement  grants,  some  37  conversions  were  completed  during 
tho  period  under  review. 

The  plant  at  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works 
was  maintained  in  full  operation,  although  only  minimum  works 
of  maintenance  were  undertaken.  No  improvements  to  tho  plant 
are  contemplated,  .ii  view  of  tho  proposed  valley  t runic  sower 
scheme,  which  is  at  present  under  preparation  for  submission  to 
the  liinistry.  The  total  quantity  of  effluent  treated  during 
1958  was  rather  lower  than  average,  probably  duo  to  short«tLme 
working  in  some  of  the  industries  in  tho  town. 

5.  FACT0RIE3  AliD  WORKPH'iCSS . 

59  in^octions  of  factories  and  v;orlcplaccs  wore  made, 
mainly  m connection  with  the  provision  of  adequate  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  fire.  Two  certificates  were  issued  and  all 
the  outstanding  work  at  four  more  factories  was  completed  by 
the  end  of  tho  year.  One  large  mill  was  resurvoyed  due  to  a 
major  change  in  occupancy,  and  a now  schedule  of  outstanding 
work  prepared. 

The  overall  position  at  the  end  of  tho  yeo,r  was  that, 
with  the  exception  of  tho  factory  referred  to  o.bovo,  all  cortificat 
have  either  been  issued  or  arc  in  course  of  preparation.  It 
seems  hopeful  that  all  factories  will  liavo  been  surveyed,  altered 
as  necessary,  and  have  received  cert.ificatos  by  the  middle  of  1959* 
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Tills  work  has  proceeded  with  the  close  co-operation 
of  the  officers  of  the  County  Fire  Service  and  H,M,  District 
Inspector  of  Factories,  and  the  services  of  these  officers  are 
gratefully  acicnoi/ledgcd.  Sinilarly,  acknowlodgeaont  should  bo  nado 
of  the  attitude  of  the  factory  owners,  v;ho  have  shovm  every  desire 
to  co-operate  v;ith  the  dopartnont,  and  have  been  prepared  to 
undortalce  a considerable  anount  of  work  and  expenditure  to  inplencnt 
the  recorxiendations  of  the  Council. 

During  the  course  of  the  inspections,  nunerous  ninor 
infringenents  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937  wore  noted,  and  in  nost 
instances  the  defects  were  ronediod  by  the  end  of  the  period. 

7.  SCHOOLS; 


There  is  one  county  secondary  and  one  county  priar.ry 
school  in  the  district,  the  pninary  school  is  housed  in  two  build:ings. 
Overflow  olassesare  held  in  tenporary  accomodation  .in  the  tovm, 
nancly  :in  buildings  forrJng  part  of  places  of  religion.  Meals  are 
served  in  the  raain  balls  of  both  the  secondary  and  priiiary  schools, 
but  all  the  preparation  is  carried  out  in  a well  equipped  kitchen 
at  the  secondary  school, 

A substantial  inprovenent  was  completed  at  ICirkgato 
Methodist  Sunday  School,  which  included  the  re  const  luct  ion  of  the 
existing  kitchen  to  a modern  standard.  This  building  is  used 
extensively  for  the  various  social  activities  connected  with  the 
church,  and  a good  deal  of  catering  is  done  there. 

8.  KEEPIIIG  CF  ANIlviALS. 

There  are  no  byelaws  under  Section  81  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936  ;in  operation  in  the  district.  There  is  a good 
deal  of  animal  keeping,  particularly  pigs  and  poultry.  In  some 
instances  pigs  are  kept  nearer  to  dwelling  houses  than  the  distance 
referred  to  in  the  Model  Byela.w,  and  complaints  of  smeli  and  fly 
nuisance  do  occur  from  time  to  time.  It  docs  not  necessarily  follow 
tha.t  the  adoption  of  a byelaw  would  automatically  obvia.to  any  further 
nuisance,  for  it  often  happens  tha.t  the  ma.n  nearest  the  houses  is 
the  nost  caroful.  One  difficulty  is  that  housing  development  has 
gradually  encroached  on  agricultural  land,  result.ing  in  pig-keepers 
being  critised  for  continu.ing  to  use  buildings  which  }xave  been  used 
for  this  purpose  for  many  years. 

A petition  containing  some  50  names  of  householders, 
resident  in  one  area  of  the  toxm,  was  delivered  to  the  Council 
protesting  aga.inst  a proposal  to  erect  a large  building  for  housing 
pigs  and  cattle  on  land  adjo.ining  their  property.  The  Council 
considered  the  protest  at  some  length,  but  as  the  proposal  complained 
of  was  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Act,  1947,  and  the  building  byclawa,  no  statutory  action  could  be 
taken.  An  approach  was  made  to  the  owner  of  the  smallholding 
concerned  who  agreed  to  re-site  the  building  some  80  ft.  further 
away  from  the  houses  than  originally  intended.  Unfortunately,  the 
re-siting  did  little  to  mollify  the  protests  of  the  noiglibouring 
householders.

Of  the  rena.inder  one  is  a dyeworks  where  stcaa  is  required  for 
tbc  process,  and  the  other  a spinning  nill  us.ing  a stooB  engine 
for  power.  Mechanical  stokers  are  fitted  and  in  use  in  nost 
cases,  and  few  couplalnts  are  necessary  regarding  excessive 
dark  SQoke. 


Donestic  snoke  continues  to  renain  the  worst  problea, 
and  the  Counc.il  have  adopted  the  Model  Byelaw  requiring  approved 
snokeless  fuel  burning  appliances  to  be  fitted  in  all  new  property. 

This  rule  is  also  applied,  so  far  as  possible,  to  alterations, 
to  fireplaces  as  a result  of  housing  inprovenent  grants. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  comenced  on 
the  survey  of  the  district,  prior  to  the  subnission  of  a report  to 
the  Council,  concerning  the  possibility  of  designating  snoke 
controlled  areas. 

This  Council  co-operated  with  the  Corporation  of 
Keighley  ;in  organis.ing  a Clean  Air  Act  Exhibition.  Tiie  Exhibition, 
which  was  held  in  Keighley,  proved  to  be  very  interesting  and 
infomative,  and  was  well  attended.  A Mobile  Exhibition,  working 
in  conjunction  with  the  nain  Exhibition,  was  stationed  in  S,ilsden 
and  created  a good  deal  of  interest  anongst  the  towns*  folic. 

11.  OFFEhSnU  TRADES; 

There  is  a tannery  in  the  district  carrying  on  the 
trade  of  a fellnonger.  The  plant  has  been  extensively  modernised 
in  recent  years,  and  the  processes  carried  on  do  not  give  rise  to 
complaint . 

12.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AMD  DISPOSAL; 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  is  maintained 
throughau.t  the  area,  with  the  exception  of  outlying  farms  ^^^here 
refuse  is  collected  four  tines  annually.  The  vehicles  used  on  the 
work  are  7 cubic  yard  side-loaders,  and  are  in  no  way  dustless, 
oonctinos  proving  difficult  to  operate,  particularly  on  i/indy  days. 
There  is  no  municipal  dustbin  scheme  in  operation  .in  this  district. 

Salvage  of  waste  materials,  particularly  paper,  is 
maintained,  the  collectors  being  in  receipt  of  a bonus  based  on 
salvage  income.  Some  slight  difficulty  was  experienced  in  dispos.ing 
of  waste  paper  at  one  period  dur.ing  the  year  ov/ing  to  a market  surplus, 
but  the  collection  of  scrap  tins,  which  was  always  most  uneconomic, 
had  to  be  discontinued  due  to  the  lack  of  a market. 

The  controlled  tip  is  situated  at  Keighley  Road  on 
land  adjacent  to  the  Council’s  sewa.ge  disposal  works.  Two  prosecut- 
ions for  larceny  from  the  refuse  tip  were  made  in  1958, 

With  the  commencement  of  the  Litter  Act,  1958  it  was 
decided  to  Increase  substantially  the  number  of  litter  bins  available 
to  the  public.  A new  type  of  bin  v;as  designed,  manufactured  a,nd 
fitted  to  each  lamp  column  in  the  main  streets  of  the  town,  and  at 
rather  v;ider  intervals  in  the  mitior  streets.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  provision  of  o,n  adequate  number  of  bins  lias  almost  solved 
the  litter  problem,  part  icull.arly  .in  the  shopping  streets  of  the 
town. 
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13.  RODENT  CQi^fTROL. 

A part-time  operative  is  employed  on  the  work 
and  during  the  year  a total  of  70  minor  infestations  were 
treo,ted,  including  several  treatments  of  the  Council  *s 
refuse  tip  and  sev;age  disposal  works.  No  major  infestat- 
ions were  detected  during  the  period.  A 10^  test  baiting 
of  the  sewerage  system  resulted  in  only  one  partial  take 
being  recorded,  and  consequently  it  was  not  deemed  necessary 
to  carry  out  a maintenance  treatment. 

As  a result  of  representations  made  by  this 
Department,  this  district  was  transferred  from  No,l.  Workable 
Area  Committee,  based  on  Leeds,  to  the  No*  2,  Committee  based 
on  S’:ipton,  The  transfer  has  greatly  facilitated  the  attendance 
of  meetings. 

14.  MG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951;

17.  BISPECTION  AND  S'JPERVISION  OF  FOOD; 


Distribution  of  milk  is  carried  out  by  tv/o  retailers 
and  four  producer-retailers.  All  milk  is  delivered  in  bottlos  or 
cartons,  and  is  either  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pa.steurisod  or  T.T. 
P>asteurisod,  In  addition  two  shops  are  registered  for  the  sale 
of  milk,  one  being  for  sterilised  millc  only.  All  samples  talcen  durj 
the  year  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  was  one  private 
slaughterhouse  in  use  within  the  district,  but  the  premises  were 
used  only  by  one  of  the  butchers  in  the  town,  Tho  majority  of 
traders  prefer  to  purchase  their  moat  from  wholesalers  in  Keighley 
or  Skipton.  Tho  standard  of  quality  of  meat  on  sale  throughout 
the  district  is  consistently  high.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  owner  of  the  slaughter- 
house inti.:ated  his  intention  to  discontinue  slaughtering,  and  to 
convert  the  premises  for  use  for  other  purposes. 

It  seems  lilcely,  therefore,  tliat  in  1959  there  v;.ill  bo 
no  slaughterhouses  ,in  the  district.  This  is  not  surprising,  however, 
ns  the  throughput  at  the  existing  premises  did  not  justify  the 
expenditure  which  would  be  required  to  meet  the  now  standards. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  slaughterhouses  was 
considered  by  the  Gouncil  some  years  ago,  follDwing  a meeting  with 
the  meat  traders  in  the  town.  As  a result  of  the  meeting  it  was 
the  opinion  of  the  Council  that  the  present  private  facilities, 
together  with  the  public  abattoirs  in  neighbouring  towns,  i.e, , 

Keighley  and  Skipton,  were  adequate. 

The  Council  will  now  have  to  consider  whether  the 
changed  circumstances  necessitate  any  modification  of  this  opinion. 
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Rout  LUG  inspection  of  food  prenisos  continued 
tliroughout  the  yenr  and  nuiiorous  .liiiprovenents  were  effected. 

One  of  the  satisfactory  improveuents  noted  was  the  increased 
use  of  polythene  bags  for  the  pro-packing  of  raw  vegetables, 
particularly  in  general  shops  from  which  other  typos  of  food- 
stuffs are  sold.  Action  undor  the  Food  H^'giene  Regulations  was 
necessary  on  four  occasions  as  a result  of  infr,Lngements  noted 
during  Inspections.

HOUSING. 


Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with  the 
348  unfit  properties  included  in  the  5 years  programme  submitted 
to  the  Minister  of  Hous.ing  and  Local  Government  in  January,  1955* 
The  number  of  properties  still  to  be  dealt  with  .is  88.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  the  department  can  complete  the  programme  within 
the  period  if  sufficient  rehousing  accommodation  is  available. 


During  the  year,  an  area  consisting  of  29  houses  was 
represented  under  Section  157  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957.

IVo  licences  were  granted  giving  perraission  to 
two  caravan  dwellers  to  occupy  sites  in  the  town. 

In  December 5 an  application  was  made  for 
perm is.s, ion  to  use  land  at  vSna^^gill  on  the  KcighJ-ey  Road 
as  a site  for  five  movable  dxrellings.  A licence  xTas  granted^ 
subject  to  coi'jditions  regarding  siting,  class  of  movable 
dwellings,  sanitary  conveniences,  drainage,  wa.ter  supply  and 
accommodation  for  storage  of  refuse,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  269  of  the  Public  E^alth  Act,  1936. 

Thore  was  an  increase  in  the  use  of  this  type  of 
dwelling.  The  public  car  park  and  other  spare  areas  of  land 
wore  used  for  siting  trailer  caravans  for  short  periods. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  Health  Committee 
recommended  the  Council,  in  the  interests  of  public  health, 
to  consider  the  provision  of  an  official  site  for  movable 
dwellings. 

4.  SEirfilU-GE  km  SEIJAGE  DISPOS/IL ; 

The  methods  of  treatment  at  the  Gewage  Disposal 
Works  were  satisfactory,  and  there  were  no  complaints  of 
pollution.  No  extensions  to  the  public  sewers  wore  ma,de 
during  the  year.  Only  one  property  in  the  built-up  area 
is  not  on  the  wa,tor-carriago  system.  Tl'.e  conveniences  arc 
inconvertible  because  of  their  position  in  relation  to  the 
public  sewer. 

The  public  health  inspectors  made  one  hundred  cjid 
fifl^’four  visits  to  inspect  existing  and  now  drains.  The

The  work,  carried  out  in  rooms  of  eight  dwelling- 
houses,  was  burling  and  mending,  associated  ^^rith  texrbile 
r>reaving.  On  inspection  the  places  of  work  were  found  to 
be  clean  and  satisfactory  for  the  purpose. 

6.  WORKPUCES; 

Fifty-seven  inspections  were  raade,  and  at  four 
premises  the  sanitary  conveniences  did  not  coraply  with  the 
provisions  of  seotion  46  Public  H0a.lth  Act,  1936. 

Those  contraventions  received  attention.  At  the  other 
premises  the  sanitary  conveniences  were  found  to  be 
sufficient  in  number,  and  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

7.  SCHOOLS ; 


There  are  eleven  schools  ,in  the  area,  to  which 
twenty- two  visits  were  made  to  inspect  the  sanitary 
conveniences.  The  general  standaixi  of  cleanliness  and 
repair  was  satisfactory. 

Regular  .inspections  were  made  of  the  school  kitchens 
and  food  rooms.  On  the  instructions  of  the  Council,  the 
neglect  in  attend, ing  to  the  dGcon.*ation  of  two  of  these 
premises  was  brought  to  t.ho  notice  of  -bho  l/ost  Riding 
Coxxnty  Council. 


8.  KEEPING  OF  ANIIl'.LS; 
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These  premises  are  controlled  by  byelaws  made 
under  the  provisions  of  section  81  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Th-e  premises  requiring  supervision  were  four' 
piggeries.  One,  referred  to  in  the  last  report  as  needing 
constant  supervision,  \ra.s  discontinued  and  new  premises 
provided.  The  drainage  of  the  new  premises  was  not  completed. 
T}io  other  premises  were  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

9.  PIACES  OF  ENTERrABM.IT; 


These  premises  include  public  houses,  refreshment 
houses  and  other  premises  of  a similar  type.  It  is  required, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  89  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  ttiat  oxmevs  or  occupiers  of  these  premises  should 
prov.ide  and  maintain  in  a suitable  position  such  number  of 
sanitary  conveniences  for  the  use  of  persons  frequenting  the 
premises  as  laay  be  reasonable. 

At  one  public  house,  new  conveniences  were 
constructed  and  repairs  wore  carried  out  at  four  others. 
During  the  last  few  years  considerable  ioprovements  have  been 
completed  at  these  premises,  and  the  standard  of  construction 
and  cleanliness  is  high. 


10.  SMOKE  ABATEIiSHT; 


After  1st  June,  195S,  the  remaining  provisions  of  the 
Glean  Air  Act,  1956,  became  effective.  The  ]>ark  Smoke 
(Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958  made  it  an  offence  for 
the  continuous  emission  of  dark  smoke  from  a chimney  of  an 
industrial  plant,  caused  otherwise  than  from  soot-blowing, 
for  a period  exceeding  4 minutes,  or  the  emission  of  black 
smoke  for  more  than  2 minutes  in  the  aggregate  in  any  period  of 
30  minutes.  Another  important  provision  of  the  Act  was  to 
make  the  excessive  emission  of  dark  smoke  from  a railiJay 
locomotive  an  offence. 

One  hundred  and  tvrenty-six  t,imed  observations  were 
made  and  in  six  instances  there  were  contraventions.  In  all 
cases,  except  one,  the  excess  emission  of  smoke  vras  due  to  the 
unsatisfactory  firing  and  management  of  plant.  The  other  was 
caused  by  a boiler  defect.  The  British  RaD.ways  v/ere  informed 
of  nuisances  caused  by  the  emission  of  black  smoke  from  engines, 
particularly  those  operating  on  the  Skipton-Illd.cy  lino. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  further  action  than  the 
service  of  notices.  La  all  cases  there  were  improvements. 
Although  there  were  contraventions,  it  w'as  felt  that  it  xms  the 
general  desire  of  the  owners  of  industrial  plant  to  assist  in 
the  reduction  of  air  pollution.  In  Skipton,  Q3  in  other  areas, 
the  greater  part  of  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  is  caused 
by  smoke  from  domestic  chimneys.  Tliis  is  a matter  that  will 
require  the  consideration  of  the  Council  in  the  future. 

11 .  OFFENSIVE  TRiiDES .« 

There  is  one  tripe  boiling  establishment  at  the 
Council's  slaughterhouse,  which  is  under  daily  supervision. 

La  addition,  there  is  one  rag  and  bone  dealer, 
and  on  inspection,  thxj  promluos  wm'o  fruxrid  to  be  clean  and 
well  conducted. 
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12 . GOLIjaGTION  AND  DISPOS/i.L . 

The  departuent  he.s  three  refuse  col].ectors  in 
regular  servicej  one  13  cubic  yards  Dennis  Shefflex  Dual-tip^ 
rear  loader,  and  two  ICarrier  Bantam,  7 cubic  yeirds  capacity, 
side  loaders.  Toans  consisting  of  driver  and  four  loaders 
were  engaged  on  the  largo  vehicle,  and  driver  and  two  loaders 
on  each  of  the  s'aaller  vehicles.  An  additional  collector  was 
naintained  in  case  of  breakdown  or  the  servicing  of  one  of  the 
other  vehicles. 

A weelcly  collection  of  refuse  was  naintained,  apart 
from  occasional  delays  after  the  holiday  periods. 

Trade  r efuse  is  collected  from  business  premises  at 
an  a.nnual  charge,  calculated  at  4d  per  b.in  per  week,  after  the 
first  bin  which  is  free.  The  charge  for  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  a loa.d  of  refuse  is  £1,  2.  6d,  and  l/6d  a load  for 
disposal  only. 

At  the  request  of  the  Council,  kitchen  waste  bins  were 
removed  from  the  back  streets,  and  the  only  special  collections 
of  kitchen  waste  were  from  catering  establishments. 

Controlled  tipping  v^as  continued  on  land  off  Ings 
Lane,  Mechanical  equipment  was  hired  for  the  grading  and  soiling 
of  3,2  acres  of  tipped  area,  0.nd  the  removing  of  the  sod  and  soil 
from  a new  tipping  site. 

The  sale  of  salvage  continued  to  be  a satisfactory 
source  of  income  and  totalled  £1,494*  7,  5d*  of  which  the  worlonen 
received  £240,  8s.  8d.  in  bonus. 

The  follow, ing  account  of  the  cost  of  refuse  collection 
and  disposal  was  kindly  furnished  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council

I mediate  attention  was  given  to  complaints  and  two  hundred 
and  eighty- seven  visits  were  made.  The  poisons  used  v/cre  zinc 
phosphide  with  the  addition  of  sugar  meal,  and  a mixture  of 
Warfarin  viith  oatmeal. 

In.  March,  test  baits  were  laid  in  10^  cf  the  sewer 
nanheles.  and  no  bait  was  taken.

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Approx.jjnately  95^  of  the  milk  supply  was 
pa.steuri.SGd  at  west  kiarton  in  the  rural  area,  and  delivered  to 
a dairy  locally  for  distribution  to  retailors.  The  local 
dairy  is  fitted  with  a refrigorator  for  storage  of  the  supply. 

The  churns  and  bottles  are  returned  to  host  liarton  for ^ cleansing 
and  sterilising*  The  niethods  of  distribution  were  so.t isfactory. 

The  unsatisfactory  samples  of  tuberculin  tested 
milk  were  taken  from  a supply  to  a hospital.  The  source  of 
supply  \ras  immediately  stopped  by  the  hospital  authorities. 

The  unsatisfactory  results  of  samples  were  referred  to  the 
responsible  authority  for  attention. 

On  occasions,  there  were  complaints  of  foreign 
matter,  milk  bottle  tops  and  pieces  of  glass  being  found  in 
bottles.  These  bottles  had  escaped  the  notice  of  the  assistant 
engaged  on  the  washing  and  bottling  machine.  Much  of  this 
trouble  could  be  eliminated  if  better  care  were  taken  by  some 
members  of  the  public  in  the  use  and  handling  of  the  bottles 
boforo  they  are  returned  to  the  dairyman.  Some  bottles  are 
returned  in  a f.ilthy  condition  v/hich  makes  the  cleansing  of 
thorn  most  difficult.  It  is  not  too  much  to  ask  the  genoral 
public,  the  schools  and  institutions  to  rinse  out  the  bottles 
and  return  thorn  promptly.  In  protect  ion  of  tho  public,  the 
law  requires  the  distributor  to  cleanse  tho  bottles  before 
returning  to  the  dairy.  This  is  a natter  which  requires  tho 
public’s  co,opero,tion. 

(b)SLAUGHTEimOUSES; 

The  slaughtering  of  all  animals  for  food  was 
carried  out  at  the  Council’s  sLaughterhouse,  and  all  the  carcases 
and  organs  of  the  animals  received  vjcro  inspected. 

The  slaughterhouse  is  of  a modern  design  and  well 
equipped.  With  very  few  additions,  the  premises  and  equipment 
comply  vrith  tho  Slaughtorhouses  (Hygiene)  Rcffulat  ions,  1953, 
which  come  into  operation  at  a date  to  bo  fixed  by  the  Minister 
after  1st  January,  1959. 

Tb.o  charges  made  for  the  use  of  the  slaughterhouse 
v;ere  as  follov;s:-  beasts  10/~  Calves  2/6d  sheep  2/(Vt  pigs  5/~. 
These  charges  include  the  free  use  of  lairo-ges,  electrically 
operated  stunners  and  overhead  scales. 

The  quality  of  animo.ls  slaughtered  was  good,  and 
the  department  received  co-operation  in  every  way  from  members 
of  the  trade. 


Tho  standard  of  cloanliness  of  the  vans  engaged  in 
the  transport  of  meat  was  good,  and  they  were  of  a satisfactory 
design.

were  nadc  of  food  prenisos.  The  prenises  registered  under 
Section  16  of  the  Act  \'jcre  inspected  regi;larly,  and  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  of  these  preuiscs  and  equipnent  was  genoraily 
satisfactory. The  grade  4 saiaplo  of  icc-crcaa  vras  found  to  be  due 
to  a defective  refrigerator.  The  refrigerator  was  repaired  and 
on  rc-satipling  tho  ico-creaa  was  satisfactory,  TIio  general 
practice  in  the  town  is  the  sale  of  pro-wrapped  ice-crean. 

Generally,  tho  uano-geaents  of  food 
establishacnts  co-operated  with  the  departnont  ,in  every  way. 

They  are  lot  down  by  the  onployees  vrho  in  nany  cases  appear  to 
be  uninterested  and  unaware  of  tho  inportance  of  carrying  out 
the  staple  rules  of  personal  hygiene.  Tb-is  apathy  appears  to 
be  uoro  prevalent  in  food  prenises  where  occasional  staff  is 
enployod.  Over  the  last  four  years  there  has  been  a narked 
inprovenent  ‘in  the  construction  and  cleanliness  of  prenises, 
particularly  retail  shops,  and  all  tho  prenises  are  now  provided 
with  adequate  facilities  for  hand-washing.

HaJSING; 


The  Council  have  not  erected  any  houses  during  the  year. 

One  house  for  a private  o\mer  has  been  erected,  and  two 
more  vxere  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A large  house  has  been  converted  to  two  dvjellings,  and 
a stable  and  coach  house  have  been  converted  to  a dwelling  house. 

Overcrowd ing ; 

Three  cases  of  overcrowding  have  come  to  notice,  T\to  of 
these  have  been  alleviated,  one  by  re-hous.ing  some  of  the  occupo.nts 
in  a Council  house,  and  the  other  by  the  owner  of  the  house  agreeing 
to  the  constiuct,ion  of  two  additional  bedrooms  for  accommodation, 
for  this  purpose  Grant  Aid  under  the  Housing  Acts  has  been  approved. 
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Li  the  third  cajie  the  occupier  of  a farmhouse 
ovorcrovfdcd  his  premi,ses  by  admitting  an  additional  fam,ily  who 
wore  alleged  to  be  without  home.  This  case  came  to  notice  late 
in  the  year,  and  i.s  at  present  under  review  by  the  Council 
with  a view  to  providing  Council  house  accomniodation  for  the 
additional  family. 

Ln  these  Ceases  some  20  persons  are  involved. 
Improvement  Grants, 


The  Council  have  granted  of  approved  estimates 
towards  the  cost  of  improvement  to  older  houses.  17  applications 
in  all  for  Grant  Aid.  have  been  approved,  12  for  tenanted  houses, 
and  5 for  CKmer-o coupled  houses. 

Ropai-r.  etc. 


Kc7un.ing  repair  work  ho.s  been  carried  out  to  43 
properties,  informal  action  only  being  necessary. 

ilDVABLE  DUELLINGS: 

There  has  been  a slight  increase  in  this  type  of 
d’welling  in  the  District,  practically  all  these  are  used  for 
recreational  and  holiday  purposes,  and  very  few  as  permanent 
duellings, 

Shiroburn  Caravan  S ite . 

This  site  - licenced  for  25  caravo,ns  - has  been 
nearly  always  full  to  capacity  during  the  period  allowed  for 
occupation  (ihrch  to  October  inclusive). 

The  site  has  been  exceptionally  xro].!  conducted,  and 
no  complaints  have  been  r eceived. 

In  June  an  enquiry  was  held  by  the  llinistry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  to  hear  an  appeal  by  the  G.mer  against  the 
Council *s  decision  not  to  allow  a further  50  caravans  on  the  site, 
the  appeal  was  unsuccessful.  Permission  was  given  later,  however, 
for  the  stationing  of  18  caravans  on  a different  portion  of  the 
land,  but  as  yet  no  increase  has  been  made, 

SEvrhPaiGE  AID  SEIJAGE  DISPOSAL; 

The  Sewerage  scheme  at  West  Bradford  - now  completed  - 
is  working  quite  satisfactorily,  and  premises  within  the  range 
of  the  Sower  have  been  connected,  great  care  being  taken  to 
keep  out  all  surface  and  roof  water  from  the  system. 

Some  trouble  was  experienced  at  f irst  with  the  electric 
rotary  pumps  which  forced  sev;age  up  to  the  Olitheroe  Borough 
sewers,  but  this  novi  appears  to  have  been  rectified. 

The  modernisation  scheme  for  the  Waddington  Sewage 
Works  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  in  September.  It  is  hoped 
that  work  on  this  scheme  vrill  conmience  early  in  the  new  year. 

The  sewering  of  the  villo.ges  of  Slaidburn  and  Newton  - 
a much  needed  requ,irement  - now  appears  to  be  a probabilityi  the 
scheme  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Council  and  thence  to  the 
I'iinistry  in  the  near  future. 
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Ill  tho  outlying  portions  of  tho  District 
away  from  sewered  areas,  drainage  work  and  the  conversion  of 
earth  closets  to  Vf,G’s  is  making  slow  but  steady  progress.

FACTORIES  AND  iTOFJtSHQPS s 

There  are  31  of  these  premises  in  the  District, 
and  to  these  14  visits  of  inspection  have  been  'made. 

In  tvro  cases  the  attention  of  the  CH^iner  was 
drawn  to  defects. 

One  was  insufficiency  of  toilet  accoramoda.tion 
owing  to  increase  in  staff,  and  the  other  was  unsuitable 
type  of  toilets. 


In  tho  f.irst  instance  additional  accommodo.tion 
V7as  provided,  and  in  the  second  a block  of  old  dilapidated  closets 
was  pulled  down,  and  a new  block  of  modern  toilets  and  a cloakroom 
was  built  ,in  its  place. 


SCHOOLS ; 

There  are  13  schools  in  the  District,  comprising 
11  Primary,  1 Roman  Catholic  and  1 Secondary  Modern. 

Tlic  toilets  at  those  schools,  when  inspected, 

\jere  always  found  to  bo  in  a clean  condition,  but  the  type  of 
toilet  accommodation  at  some  schools  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

l/.C’s  a,re  prov.ided  in  6 premises.  Chemical  Closets 
in  4p  and  the  reaiaining  3 are  Sanitary  Pails  . 

It  is  hoped  that  schemes  of  modernisation  in 
these  latter  cases  will  be  put  in  liand  as  soon  as  possible. 

OFFENSIVE  TPu^iPES; 

Since  tho  departure  of  the  gut-scrap, ing  business 
to  new  premises  in 'another  district,  there  have  been  no  offensive 
trades  in  this  area. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL ; 

During  the  year  the  Council,  have  ojcfcended  tho 
scavenging  area  to  .include  tho  Parish  of  Middop,  so  that  now 
this  service  is  carried  cut  :in  18  of  our  19  P;irishos. 

Tho  remain, ing  Parish  (Easington)  comprises  mostly 
scattered  farms,  many  of  these  be:ing  some  d.istance  from  main  roads. 

The  collections  are  fortnightly,  and  no  complaints 
have  boon  received.

DjLs.lnfe station  treat oaents  vrlaich  have  been  carried 
out  to  farms,  business  premises  end  private  properties  have  been 
effective  as  subsequent  inspections  have  shown.

11  samples  of  mUk  from  r etailers  Tnave  been  taken  and 
submitted  for  B.coli  and  Methylene  Blue  tests|  all  of  these 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory, 

10  samples  of  milk,  examined  for  the  presence  of 
tuberculosis  were  found  to  be  negative. 

Slaughterhouses ; 

Most  of  the  meat  consumed  in  this  area  is  slaughtered 
in  adjoining  districts. 

In  December  1957  the  licence  for  one  of  the  two 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district  was  relinquished,  and  its  use 
as  such  was  discontinued.  The  remaining  slaughterhouse  is  used 
solely  for  the  slaughter  of  pig  casualties,  as  it  is  attached 
to  a large  piggery. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  animals 
inspected  and  the  percentage  of  meat  condemned.  A3J.  condemned 
meat  was  disposed  of  by  incineration.

Food  Frcrgises; 
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Many  visits  of  Inspection  liave  been  wade  to  Food 
Premises ; and  in  several  cases  hand  wash-bas.ins;  first-aid 
outfits  axid  improved  accoiraiiodation  have  boon  provided. 

During  the  suiamer  months,  supervision  of  food  and 
snack  kiosks  in  the  Rodder  Va^-ley  and  the  Trough  of  Bowland  has 
been  required.  One  or  two  breaches  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
have  been  dealt  with  informally  and  forthwith. 

One  poultry  farmer  vrho  hr.s  :in  addition  a poultry  dress.lng 
and  preparation  business,  was  found  to  be  doing  work  in  premises 
which  were  very  poorly  equipped  for  the  purpose,  la  due  course 
many  improvements  wore  carried  out:- 

The  premises  were  divided  for  each  purpose  (plucking  and 
dressing).  The  interior  walls  were  rendered  smooth  in  cement, 
tables,  etc,  were  covered  with  impervious  material,  and  washing 
fac.ilities,  etc,  for  iiands  and  equipment  were  provided.  The 
premises  now  meet  with  the  requirements  of  the  Food  K^'^gieno 
Regulations, 

Of  the  35  Ice  Groam  samples  taken  for  analysis,  34  were 
found  highly  satisfactory  (Grade  1). 

There  have  been  no  new  educational  activities  during  the 
year,  but  :in  many  instances  advice  ha.s  been  sought  and  given  with 
regard  to  the  requirements  and  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations, 

WATER  SUPPLIES; 

The  main  Bowland  Regional  Water  Scheme  is  no\T  completed, 
some  33-4  T^iiles  of  main  having  been  laid.  These  ma.ins,  in  addition 
to  supplying  villages  have  provided  a.  source  of  water  for  isolated 
properties,  some  of  which  have  previously  had  to  roly  on  well 
supplies  o.nd  inadequate  springs  for  their  needs. 

A further  o^rtension  to  the  above  scheme  was  commenced 
late  in  the  year,  and  when  this  is  completed  some  three  miles 
of  additioiaal  main  will  have  boon  laid.

Since  the  completion  of  the  Council’s  building 
prograrvie  in  1956,  no  further  building  hns  been  carried  out  to 
date, 

Tho  possible  provision  of  further  acconaodation 
to  neet  tho  needs  of  aged  persons  by  tho  erection  of  flats  or 
smll  dwellings,  is,  however,  receiving  attention. 
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Statutory  Action; 

Three  "Tine  ard  Place"  Notices  have  been  served  in 
respect  of  properties  at  Ca-atley  and  Sedbergh,  and  two  out  of 
four  back-to-back  houses  (Nos.  6,  8,  10  and  12  Long  Lane), 
vacated  and  re- housed  by  the  Council. 

Aris.ing  out  of  the  "Time  and  Place"  Notices,  two 
houses,  Nos.  92  and  94#  l-lain  Street,  Scdbergh,  have  been  closed 
and  the  tenants  re-housed. 

Very  considerable  difficulty  has,  however,  been 
e:;perienced  in  the  case  of  the  third  Notice,  - a difficulty  which 
has  not  yet  been  resolved.  This  centred  round  the  issuing  of 
a Closing  Order,  Sec,  17(3)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957.,  in  respect 
of  a farm  house  deemed  to  be  unfit  at  BecksWe,  Cautley. 

From  correspondence  between  tho  Clerk  of  the  Council 
and  the  Hinistry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  it  would  appear 
that  the  security  of  tenure  of  an  agricultural  tenant  is  provided, 
not  by  the  Rent  Acts,  but  by  tho  Agricultural  Holdings  Act,  1948* 

Tills  means  tliat  tho  landlord  of  an  agricultural  holding  may  obta^in 
possession  only  under  the  provisions  of  the  1948  Act,  and  these 
provisions,  especially  Sections  23  and  24  make  it  extremely  difficult. 

As  it  was  thought  that  the  Council  would  be  unsuccessful 
in  any  proceedings  taken  against  either  the  owner  or  the  tenant  it 
would  appear  that  the  present  unsatisfactory  position  will  have  to 
be  accepted  ponding  amendment  of  the  Slum  Clearance  Legislation, 

Ifnile  it  is  unfortunate,  it  appears  that  this  anomaly 
will  have  to  be  accepted,  and  any  action  such  as  the  above 
contemplated  by  a Locci  Authority,  be  postponed. 

Private  Enterprise: 


Of  seven  houses  under  construction  in  1958  three  have 
been  completed,  the  remaining  four  being  in  various  stages  of 
advancement , 


MOVABLE  DHLLLINGS: 

Uith  one  exception  no  difficulty  has  been  escpcrienced 
on  this  score  during  the  past  year. 

IJhile  this  last  was  satisfontorily  dealt  with  without 
resorting  to  statutory  action,  it  would  appear  that  with  the  growth 
of  caravanning  this  problem  may  become  more  acute. 

There  are  no  licensed  caravan  sites  in  tills  area, 
but  it  is  proposed  to  use  the  former  Pinfold  Housing  Site  for  this 
purpose  as  from  1st  April,  1959* 

This  site  will  be  limited  to  some  18  caravans, 

SEV/miGE  AND  SEU^GE  DISPOaiL . 

No  Sewage  Works  extensions  have  been  carried  out  during 
the  past  year.  While  the  diversion  of  surface  water  from  the  Joss 
Ir.ne  area  by  the  laying  of  approximately  600  yards  of  15"  Surface 
Water  Drain  in  1957  has  assisted  in  minimising  the  risk  of  flooding 
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to  the  basements  of  certain  properties  adjacent  to  M,H,12  at 
the  foot  of  loftus  Hill,  and  thereby  lessened  the  possibility 
of  the  discharging  of  surface  water  .into  the  foul  sewer  at  this 
point  - there  is  still  a large  volume  of  surface  water  reaching 
the  Sevrage  Works  at  Sedbergh. 

In  view  of  improvements  contemplated  at  the  Works, 
it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  install  a Lea  Recorder  with  a 50” 
V notch  gauge  plate,  read.ings  of  the  flow  to  bo  talcon  over  a 
period  of  three  months  or  so.  The  readings  have  so  far  shown  a 
remarkable  variation  according  to  the  weather,  the  variation 
being  between  2,000  - 60,000  golls.  per  hour. 


Proposed  Sewer  Extension; 

V/ith  a vievr  to  improving  unsatisfactory  conditions 
in  the  hamlet  of  MUltlirop,  it  is  proposed  to  lay  a 6"  branch 
sewer  from  Derry  to  Birks,  a distance  of  1,416  ya.rds. 

It  is  anticipated  that  tills  will  result  in  the 
improvement  of  some  20  houses  in  Millthrop  by  conversion  to  the 
water  carriage  system  (etc).,  and  that  certain  other  properties 
en  route  will  connect  to  the  new  sewer  in  place  of  septic  tanlcs/ 
cesspools,  as  at  present. 

Dent  SeX'/age  Disposal; 

No  works  of  extension  have  been  carried  out  during 
the  past  year,  only  minor  works  of  maintenance  and  repair  being 
required. 

Lea  Yeat  Sewage^  Disposal : 

Beyond  routine  attention,  no  extension  or  improvements 
have  been  carried  out  to  these  Works, 

Garsdale  (Railwaiy  Cottages)  Sewage  Disposal ;

HOUSING. 

There  are  now  4?606  houses  in  the  District j and 
dur.ing  the  year  under  review  64  were  made  fit,  formal  action 
being  necessary  in  two  cases. 

Representations  were  made  during  the  year  in  respect 
of  1 clearance  area  involving  5 houses  in  Settle,  and  3 individual 
houses  (2  in  Settle  and  1 in  Giggleswick) . One  clearance  area 
was  confirmed,  and  three  individual  unfit  houses  were  closed. 
Demolition  proceeded  very  slowly,  only  one  individual  house  being 
dealt  with. 


15  families  vxere  rehoused  during  the  year,  11  from 
Clearance  Areas,  etc.,  and  four  from  overcrowded  conditions, 
but  there  were,  however,  eight  cases  of  overcrowding  still  out- 
standing. 


Necessary  action  under  Rent  Act,  1957  was  limited 
to  the  issue  of  six  certificates  of  disrepair.  In  one  case  an 
undertaking  was  given  to  carry  out  the  repairs  and  three  certificates 
were  cancelled  following  completion  of  the  works.  It  is  felt  that 
in  many  cases  tenants  have  not  taken  full' advantage  of  the 
rather  complicated  facilities  afforded  to  thorn  under  the  Act, 

The  provision  of  now  houses  was  ’’steady",  24  Counc,il 
houses  being  completed,  and  8 by  priva.te  enterprise. 

Improvement  grants  again  continued  to  be  reasonably 
popular.  During  the  year  under  review  applications  were  approved 
in  respect  of  15  houses  for  a total  valxie  of  £1,920.,  a.nd  24 
schemes  were  completed. 
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MOVABI£  DVfflLLIIIGo. 


There  are  seven  licensed  sites  in  the  District 
on  which  are  stationed  about  60  dw'ell.ings.  These  were 
reasonably  well  kept  during  the  year,  and  no  serious  nuisance 
ims  reported,  but  at  Lngleton  where  occasionally  vans  stayed 
for  varying  periods  and  were  occupied  by  persons  of  the 
'“general  dealer"  type,  conditions  at  times  tended  to  be  a bit 
"rough"  and  needed  much  supervision. 

Mc-iiy  .indiv,idual  vans  continue  to  arrive  in  the 
District  and  remain  for  a few  months  during  the  summer,  a practice 
vfhich  appears  to  be  growing.  This  type  of  caravanner;  however, 
seems  to  keep  the  dwellings  and  surround.ings  in  fairly  good  order, 
but  overlooksthe  necessity  for  a licence  if  the  statutory  period 
is  exceeded,  and  it  is  a most  difficult  problem  to  deal  with. 


SEWER^^  AJ'iD^  SEVJAGE  DISPOSAL . 

The  control  of  these  services  is  within  the  purviev/ 
of  the  Council’s  Engineer,  but  naturally  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  take  an  interest  in  this  work  because  the  provision  of 
a new  sewerage  scheme  in  a hitherto  unsewored  village  enables  more 
energy  to  be  devoted  to  the  improvement  of  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  that  particular  group  of  houses,  and  indeed  it  is  felt  that  all 
"groups"  of  houses  should  have  provision  for  modern  facilities 
wherever  possible. 

Since  the  end  of  the  last  har  only  one  unsewered 
v.illage  has  been  partially  sev/ered,  viz;  Hortor>-.in-Ribblcsdale, 
but  plans  are  well  in  hand  for  the  completion  of  the  whole  scheme 
in  the  very  near  ititurc.  Schemes  at  Rathmoll  and  Kirkby  M:i3-ham 
are  very  desirable,  but  it  is  rather  ironical  that  in  the  latter 
village  a large  proportion  of  the  houses  have  been  provided  with 
septic  tanks  in  a concentrated  area  within  the  last  few  years  at 
the  owners  expense,  and  indeed,  some  x^ith  the  aid  of  Improvement 
Grants.  A public  sewerage  system  would  have  been  much  more 
preferable  liad  such  a course  been  found  possible. 

Most  of  the  more  populous  parishes  are  now  provided 
with  public  systems,  but  there  have  been  complaints  from  the 
Puivers  Board  regarding  certain  of  the  disposal  v/orks  and  the  Council 
have  employed  the  services  of  a consultant  to  advise  upon  the 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  at  Settle,  Giggleswick  and  Langd  iffe. 

FACTORIES. 

There  are  within  the  District  134  premises  coming 
within  the  control  of  the  Council’s  duties  under  the  Factories 
Act,  1937  and  in  6 cases  notices  were  received  from  the  Factory 
Inspector  calling  attention  to  some  contravention.  These  were 
mainly  in  connection  with  sanitary  conveniences  at  some  of  the 
smaller  factories. 

Not  all  factories  have  yet  been  issued  xfith 
certificates  as  to  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  where  applicable, 
but  steady  progress  is  being  made  in  this  direction. 
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SCHOOLS. 


Scliool  moals  r.nd  toUot  accommodation  aro  the 
principal  subiects  involving  tlio  GounciJ-  at  scliool  premises 
although  an  odd  occasions  inf esto.t ions  with  mice  have  boon 
su.ccosvsfully  dealt  with. 

AID.  the  schools  idiero  a sewerage  system  is  available 
are  provided  with  water  closets,  some  being  rather  antiquated, 
but  primitive  conditions  still  exist  in  some  of  the  more  remote 
schools,  chemical  closets  and  even  the  old  privy  beLng  still  in 
existence.  The  Council’s  powers  of  course  arc  limited  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  making  the  probloiri  more  diff  icult  where  no 
public  sowers  are  available,  but  it  is  felt  that  the  Education  or 
responsible  Authorities  should  make  greater  efforts  to  noderniso 
the  toilet  facilities  even  v/here  it  may  be  necesso.ry  to  install 
septic  tank  sowage  disposal. 


KFSPIIIG  Co'  ANIIiiLS. 

The  Council  has  very  old  byelaws  relating  to  the 
keeping  of  animals,  but  in  modern  tines  they  are  not  very  useful 
on  the  odd  occasion  vrhen  trouble  arises. 

During  the  year  trouble  was  experienced  a.t  a piggery 
in  a very  congested  old  part  of  Settle,  the  nuisanco  being 
aggravated  by  the  boiling  of  a stock  of  most  obj ectinnablo" swill" . 
A statutory  notice  v/as  served  upon  the  owner/oocupier  requiring 
certain  improvements  to  be  carried  out,  but  at  the  yoo.r  end  the 
notice  liad  not  expired,  and  no  works  had  boon  dono  to  compl^^  ivTith 
it  although  different  collection  o.rrangcments  vrerc  made  regarding 
the  "swill" 


SliOICa  ABATEilE^l. 

In  the  district  there  arc  eight  factories  with  chimneys, 
and  two  lime  burning  quarries.  Ho  excessive  emissions  vroro  noted  from 
any  vof  the  factories,  but  largo  quantities  of  smoke  from  the  lime 
kiLis  wore  again  apparent  from  t ime  to  time. 


Urider  the  Clean  xiir  Act,  1956,  supervision  of  the  line 
burning  plants  was  trcjisf erred  to  the  Alkali  Works  Lnspectoratc, 
atid  it  is  to  be  hoped  thmt  they  will  bring  great  pressure  to  bear 
where  such  is  necessary  to  reduce  the  omissions  which  take  place  on 
occasions. 


People  are,  to  their  credit,  becoming  litter  conneioun, 
but  the  odd  fish  and  ckip  paper  ;in  the  village  market  place  is  nothing 
compared  with  the  palls  of  smoke  which  somet.mos  cloud  our  beaut  ITul 
rural  skies. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


No  changes  Iiave  taken  place  during  the  year,  the  work 
continuing  by  direct  labour  under  the  same  system  as  has  operated 
for  some  time.  Collect  ions  of  dry  refuse  are  made  fortnightly  over 
the  whole  area  v;ith  the  exception  of  outlying  farms,  and  disposal 
is  by  controlled  tipping  at  four  tiiDs,  viz;  Bent  ham,  Ingleton, 
i'' i-gglesvrorbh,  and  Payley  Green.  No  salvo.ge  work  or  emptying  of 
privies  etc,  is  undertaken. 

Three  motor  vehicles  wore  fully  employed,  and  during 
the  year  1,819  loads  of  refuse  v;ere  collected  and  disposed  of. 
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Trade  refuse  is  removed  chiefly  from  shops  in  Settle  at  an 
extra  charge  of  lO/-  per  shop  per  quarter.  It  was  found, 
however,  that  as  holiday  times,  bouts  of  sicloiess,  etc. 
occurred,  there  was  inevitably  some  delay  in  collection, 
giving  rise  to  complaints  in  various  paits  of  the  District, 
so  that  the  Coiu'icil,  after  considering  a report  by  a special 
sutv-comnittee,  decided  to  improve  the  service  by  the 
provision  of  another  motor  vehicle  with  the  necessary  staff, 
but  at  the  year  end  the  scheme  had  not  been  put  into  operation. 

In  considering  the  effect  which  holidays,  sicloiess, 
etc.,  can  have  on  a small  staff,  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  during  the  year  75  man  weeks  were  lost  from  these  causes. 

rqdeit:c  control. 

As  lias  been  the  case  ,in  previous  years  the  time 
devoted  to  rodent  control  has  been  dependent  upon  the  availability 
of  the  operative;  who,  when  the  cleansing  staff  is  depleted  has 
to  assist  with  removal  and  disposal  of  refuse.  It  ^^^ill  be 
appreciated  from  my  remarks  under  ^’Public  Cleansing”  that  the 
occasions  when  the  opera-tive  has  been  available  have  been  few. 
However,  during  the  year  disinfestation  was  carried  out  at  all 
the  tips,  and  at  the  major  sewage  disposal  works.  Infestations 
were  reported  at  eight  other  sites  and  inspections  made  and 
the  necessary  treatments  carried  out. 

It  was  not  found  possible  to  undertake  a treatment 
of  the  sewerage  systems, 

INSPECTION  AHD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  ETC. 


MILIC  SUPPLY; 

There  are  still  40  milk  retailers  in  the  district 
which  as  yet  is  noj>-specif  iod,  but  as  stated  last  year,  many  of 
these  only  sell  very  small  quantities  in  the  more  remote  scattered 
habitations,  and  of  this  number  all,  with  the  exception  of  eight 
are  produco3>-retaiLerD.  IVo  retailers  are  licenced  for  the  sale 
of  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  iiillc. 

In  all  67  samples  of  revw  milk  were  taken,  and  the

So  far  as  is  knov/n  the  carcases  of  all  the  ajiicnals 
slaughtered  .in  the  District  for  food  v.rere  examined  in  the  four 
licensed  slaughterhouses.  These  operated  as  in  the  previous  year, 
and^no  difficulties  v/ere  o::^'Oriencod  in  connection  with  t.lmes  and 
noticed  of  slaughter. 

The  fo3.1owing  table  shows  the  numbers  of  animals 
slaughtered  and  tliose  affected  with  disease. 

Compared  vrith  last  year  fewer  sheep,  but  more  cattle 
were  slaughtered,  and  pe.rticular  attention  is  drawn  to  the  negligible 
number  of  carcases  affected  with  tuberculosis  compared  with  ten  years 
ago  when  26^5  cattle  and  23%  pigs  showed  some  evidence  of  the  disease.

Routine  visits  were  made  and  no  generally  unsatisfactory 
premises  found  although  at  one  cafe  structural  improvements  are 
most  desirable,  and  negotiations  were  proceeding  with  this  in 
view, 

WATER  SUPPLY; 

Routine  sampling  was  carried  out  of  all  piped  village 
supplies  throughout  the  year  of  which  apart  from  Council  owned 
supplies  there  are  eight  belonging  to  private  coq)a,nies,  water 
trustees,  estates,  etc,,  but  in  aj.1  87/i  of  all  houses  are  supplied 
from  main  piped  supplies. 

There  a,re  about  600  houses  not  connected  to  these 
supplies,  but  the  number  without  a piped  supply  is  negligible, 
although  one  cannot  be  siu-e  that  in  every  case  the  quality  is  all 
that  could  be  desired,  but  so  far  as  is  known  there  lias  been  no 
disease  attributable  to  an  infected  water  supply. 

The  now  Ila song  lll/Wcst house  supply  v/as  virtually  completed 
at  the  year  end,  and  will  greatly  improve  the  supplies  to  West house 
and  Ingleton,

Although  not  a statutory  duty  of  your  Riblic  Health 
Inspectors,  the  supervision  of  petroleum  storage  inst.allat ions  is 
carried  out  by  the  Department,  and  although  the  work  is  not  spectacular, 
it  needs  much  time  in  supervising  the  testing  of  tanlcs  etc,,  at  both 
old  and  new  installations,  as  the  Council  has  now  generally  adopted 
the  model  code  of  principles  issued  by  the  Home  Office,  As  licences 
fall  due  for  renewal  conditions  are  requiring  the  testing  of  a 
certain  proportion  of  tanks  at  each  installation  so  that  a full  test 
will  be  completed  within  at  most  two  years.

The  Council’s  attention  was  drawn  to  vo.rious  housing  defects 
which,  in  my  view,  necessitated  action  under  parts  II  or  III  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957.  In  all,  reports  or  representations  in  respect  of 
46  houses  were  placed  before  the  Council.  Of  these  houses,  which  were 
mainly  in  the  parishes  of  Sutton,  Cowling  and  Addington,  action  was 
considered  to  bo  necessary  in  30  cases. 
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Gloarancc  Areas  in  Addinghaxi  and  Covrl.ing  woro  not 
declared  after  representations  were  nado.  In  the  first  case^ 

Closing  Orders  .in  respect  of  tliree  of  the  houses,  and  in  the 
second,  Closing  Orders  in  respect  of  two  of  the  houses  were  r.iado. 

Confimation  of  one  Clearance  Order  in  Grass jjigton 
was  received. 

A Public  Inquiry  was  held  in  respect  of  a Clearance 
Order  at  Linton,  Later  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Governnent 
.intinated  tliat  the  Order  would  not  be  confirraod.  Consequent  upon 
that  decision,  a rodevelopnont  scheno  deposited  by  the  owner, 
was  accepted  conditional  on  the  approval  of  the  Counc.il  being 
g,iven  to  the  proposed  wa.tor  supply  as  it  was  by  no  noans  clear 
that  the  supply  could  be  nade  available.  No  work  on  this  schenc 
iiad  comcncod  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A further  rodevelopnont  schoiae  for  part  of  the 
Grassington  No.l,  Clearance  Area  was  subnittcd|  it  was  not 
approved  and  was  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  v/.ithout  coixicnt, 

I an  of  the  opinion  that  the  standard  which  lias  been 
adopted  for  the  assossnent  of  the  necessity  for  action  under  the 
Housing  Act  is  too  low  and  should  bo  raised. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  ims  only  one  house  within 
the  district  lonown  to  bo  overcrowded. 

Laprovenont  Grant  s . 

The  scheno  first  outlined  in  tho  Housing  Act,  1949 
and  later  aiiendod  was  continued  throughout  the  year.  All  grants 
uiidc  were,  subject  to  the  naxinun  of  £400  per  dwelling,  one  third 
of  the  pomitted  expenses.  This  was  in  accordonco  with  the 
nodif  icat  ions  to  the  schone  nade  dur.ing  1956,  following  the 
increase  in  .interest  rates. 

Whilst  nost  of  the  applications  were  fron  owner/ 
occupiers  of  houses,  I an  quite  convinced  that  this  schene  is  very 
voluo-ble  in  assisting  in  the  raising  of  hous.ing  standards.

During  the  sunner  nonths,  considerable  tine  was 
expended  and  d.istancc  covered  particularly  in  the  National  Pcj?k 
portion  of  the  District  in  an  endeavour  to  keep  caravans  to  the 
licenced  sites  if  their  stay  was  to  be  nore  than  that  pomitted 
by  law.  It  is  a conpletoly  inpossiblo  task  to  "police” 
caravanners,  but  ,if  sono  attonpt  is  not  nado,  I an  sure  that 
the  nunbor  of  unlicenced  caravans  will  .increase  very  rap.idly  in 
tho  sunner  nonths,  Phch  nore  tine  could  usefully  have  been  spent 
in  this  work,  but  I an  afraid  that  .it  is  just  not  ava,ilablo,  and 
reliance  nust  bo  placed  on  the  vigilance  of  .individual  Counc.illor3 
in  this  connect  ion. 
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There  were  no  charges  in  five  of  the  six  already 
licenced  sitesj  all  wore  visited  regularly.  In  one  case,  a 
breach  of  the  conditions  was  observed.  The  condition  being 
contravened  was  that  requiring  the  installation  of  sufficient 
toilet  accooT-iodat ion.  The  attention  of  the  site  opora,tor  was 
dravm  to  this  onission,  and  plans  were  deposited  for  the 
toilet  block.  It  \ras  then  discovered  that  Planning  consent  had 
not  been  sought  for  this  site.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
site  was  only  being  used  to  a linitcd  extent  and  there  wore  no 
external  toilets  as  the  caitcone  of  applications  nade  had  not 
been  finalised. 


The  erection  of  new  toilet  blocks,  vjater  points 
and  recreational  facilities  to  accomodate  the  increased  nuuber 
of  ca.ravans  on  the  Long  Ashes  site  were  conploted  during  the 
year.  This  site  is  well  laid  out,  and  particularly  well 
adninistored , and  I an  sure  that  its  owners  have  reason  to  be 
proud  of  it. 


Tvjo  further  licences  were  issued,  the  first 
authorising  the  establishnent  of  a site  for  throe  caravans  at 
Snaygill,  Bradley.  The  proposals  enbodiod  toilets,  refuse 
storage  and  water  for  eight  caravans,  five  of  which  would  be  in 
the  Skipton  Urban  District,  the  boundary  be.ing  across  the 
centre  of  the  site.  As  planning  pemission  had  been  refused 
the  construction  of  toilets  had  not  been  comenced  at  the  end 
of  Docenber,  although  the  site  was  still  in  use  pending  a 
planning  appeal. 

The  second  new  licence  referred  to  was  a.  site  to 
accomodate  six  caravans  .in  Nethcrghyll,  Cononley. 

T’lc  nuaber  of  individual  caravans  licenced  was 
25  as  compared  with  19  last  year. 

To  sumarisse,  there  were,  at  31st  Deconber, 
eight  licenced  sites  for  more  than  one  caravan  in  use.  These 
sites  would  accomodate  349  caravans  nainly  for  recroalional 
purposes,  although  some  sites  contained  several  caravans  whJLch 
wore  permanently  occupied,  25  licences  for  the  stationing 
of  individual  caravans  were  operative  during  the  year,  and  all 
but  six  of  these  were  recreational. 

In  addition  to  the  above  and  not  included  in  the 
total  figure,  is  land  at  Beamsley  for  the  use  during  a very 
limited  period  .in  the  sumer  months  as  a tented  site. 

Sewerage  and.  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  been  good 
enough  to  supply  the  .information  on  sewerage  and  sevrage  disposa,! 
as  set  out  below;-

Inspectors,  /ill  now  drains  mgto  inspected  and  water  tested  where 
this  was  possible.  Deto.ils  of  tests  applied  arc:-

The  conversion  of  waste  water  and  other  typos  of 
convenience  to  fresh  water  closets  was  continued  at  a sinilar  level 
as  fomer  years.  No  grants  were  paid  to  assist  ,iii  these  conversions, 
indeed,  the  scheno  adopted  sone  years  ago  does  not  apply  to  the 
conversion  of  "tippler”  closets. 

Building.

Factories  and  Workplaces. 

Inspections  of  factory  promises  and  worlqolaces 
were  continued  throughout  the  year,  deta:ils  of  which  are  as 
follows 


There  wore  123  factories  of  various  size  and  type 
within  tho  district,  and  in  all  144  .inspections  were  made. 
Resulting  fron  the  inspections,  31  contraventions  vjoro  brought 
to  tho  notice  of  the  occupiers  of  tho  various  promises.  Nine 
of  these  wore  in  respect  of  .inadequate  cleanliness,  and  nine 
,in  respect  of  inadequate  ventilation  of  tho  promises j two 
referred  to  .insufficient  sanitary  accommodation,  and  two  to 
defective  sanitary  accommodation,  and  the  roma:ining  nine  were 
in  respect  of  various  other  contraventions  of  tho  Act. 

Tho  arrangement  with  the  Fire  Service  under  which 
.inspections  of  factories  prior  to  the  issue  of  cort.ificatos 
under  Sect.ion  34  of  the  Act  was  cont.inuod.  During  tho  year,  one 
new  and  two  amended  certificates  wore  issued. 

The  finishing  of  textile  fabrics  was  continued  in 
44  houses  w, it  lain  tho  district  during  1953.  All  those  outworkers 
wore  visited  at  least  once  during  tho  year. 
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Storr..r:o  or  Potrolcuu  Spirit. 

IXirLtic  the  yocw  it  wo.s  dccklocl  to  ciilist  tbo 
co-oporation  of  tlio  Firo  Sorvlcc  in  inspecting  the  storage 
sites  for  pctroleuin  spirit,  petrolcuQ  uixturos  and  carbide  of 
calciun  throughout  the  District  as  it  had  been  found  to  be 
quite  inpossible  to  spend  the  tino  on  this  work  necessary  for 
ite  eff  icient  supervision.  Reports  on  rXL  the  existing 
installo.tions  were  received  fron  which  it  appeared  that  whilst 
there  MQTQ  nany  contraventions  of  the  Pcrbrolcuii  Acts  and 
storage  regulations,  none  was  serious.  The  attention  of  the 
licence  holders  we.s  drawn  to  these  contra, ventions. 

During  the  ^'^ar,  85  storage  licences  were 
operative,  those  giving  authority  to  keep  not  nore  than 
161,500  gallons  of  petrol  or  petrolouu  nixturos  and  112  lbs. 
of  carbide  of  cadciuri.

nine  visits  apart  fron  those  nado  to  school 
canteens  were  iiade  during  the  year.  Cleanliness  was  found  to 
be  good  ii  all  cases,  but  it  is  quite  obvious  that  sonc 
iuprovc'.'.ients  are  necessary  in  the  toilet  accomodat.ion  of 
Gone  of  the  schools  in  tho  nore  rural  coixiunitics. 


Cooking  for  schools  over  a wide  area  is  ca.rricd 
on  at  the  Steeton  cantceni  this  was  .inspected  frequently,  and  on 
every  occasion  condit.ions  wore  very  satisfactory.

savings  on  tho  nuv.ibcr  of  furnaces  connoctod  to  the  chiv-incy, 

Tlie  provisions  of  the  -^^ct  which  oi*fected  tho 
ovmers  and  occupiers  of  factories  was  brought  to  thoir  notice 
prior  to  the  1st  Juno,  so  that  none  could  plead  ignoranco  of 
tho  provisions  of  the  Act.  Included  in  tho  list  of  IO5  factory 
inspections  listed  elsevjhore  ^^rcro  sono  mdo  nahily  for  the 
purpose  of  explaining  the  Act.  Thiod  observations  of  factory 
chir.ineys  woro  v:iade  in  five  cases,  but  no  contravention  serious 
enough  to  vrarrant  the  attention  of  the  Public  Health  Comittoe 
was  observed. 

Offensive  Trades . 


Thoro  are  no  trades  listed  in  Section  107  of  the 
Public  Hoalth  Act,  1936  as  being  "offensive  trc-des"  established 
within  the  District,  There  is  one  licenced  lcnackoi*y  which  is 
visited  frequently,  but  none  of  tho  listed  trades  was  carried 
on  at  tho  ostablishiont . 

Public  Cleans inR'  and  Salvar^o, 

Tho  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse 
was  continued  tlrrough  the  year  v/ithout  r.ir.jor  alterations. 

During  tho  early  part  of  the  year  sono  little  disorganisation 
of  tho  service  was  experienced  by  a,  considerable  snowfall. 

For  a short  tine  bin  r.ien  wore  seconded  to  snow  shifting  as  it 
was  impossible  for  then  to  do  their  nomal  work. 

Whilst  no  collection  area  i-ias  extended,  ex  gratis 
collections  at  infrequent  intervals  v/ero  given  to  properties  in 
Steeton,  Addinghan,  Sutton  and  Enbsay,  The  intervals  between 
collections  of  household  refuse  was  nainta,incd  at  a weekly  basis 
in  47/^  of  the  District,  and  once  each  14  days  in  53^  of  tho  area. 

A].though  the  quota  system  for  the  sale  of  salvaged 
waste  paper  lias  continued  throughout  the  year  (except  for 
contaiier  waste)  all  the  paper  collected  \7as  sold,  although 
possibly  more  could  have  been  brought  in  had  it  been  possible 
to  market  it.  The  bonus  paid  to  tho  worlaion  was  continued  at 
lO^u  of  the  total  sales  value  of  all  salvago  sold.  The  agreenont 
with  tho  Joint  Scrap  Survey  District  Comittee  under  which  a 
subsidy  towards  the  sale  of  salvaged  loose  tins  was  paid  v/as 
tominatod  during  tho  year,  and  later  the  Gonr.J.tteo  was  disbanded. 

The  collection  of  trade  Mo.stc  .including  salvago 
was  cont  inued  at  tho  noriinal  cho.rge  of  IC/-.  per  annuT.i  in  all 
usual  cases  although  discretionary  power  to  vary  this  charge  in 
exceptional  cases  was  given. 

Tho  nightsoil  composting  site  on  Cononloy  tip  v/as 
reconstructed  in  concrete  and  briclcwork,  and  should  now  be 
serviceable  for  many  years.  The  demand  for  tho  compost  was 
ma intainod . 


The  purchase  of  the  land  adjoining  the  old 
Buttorhaugh  tip  was  completed  dur.ing  tho  year,  and  the  site 
fenced  and  access  road  and  gateway  put  in.  T.ipp.ing  was  commenced 
on  the  site  towards  tho  end  of  the  year. 
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Some  minor  mishaps  occurrod  during  the  year,  one 
of  vrhich  might  have  been  serious,  but  fortunately  proved 
otherwise.  The  accident  referred  to  was  caused  by  the  collapse 
of  part  of  a stack  of  baled  paper  when  it  was  being  loaded  on  to 
a v/agon  on  to  the  foreman,  and  one  of  the  v/orlcmen.  After  a short 
period  of  recuperation  both  returned  to  vrork  none  the  worse  for 
the  accident.  Another  minor  mishap  was  a fire  La  ono  vehicle 
which  was  apparently  caused  by  paper  becoming  wedged,  unnoticed 
between  e^diaust  pipe  and  wagon  body,  A third  was  the  breaking 
of  a vrtiecl  axle  on  a night  soil  trailer  which  necessitated  the 
trailer  bemg  loft  for  some  time  on  a roadside  verge  vrith  the 
load  still  inside.  It  was  eventually  removed  without  nuisance 
be.ing  created. 

The  bin  hiring  scheme  under  Section  73  (HI)  oi  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  was  contLiued  at  7/6d  per  annum  per  bin, 
and  for  the  first  year  since  its  inception  showed  a.  credit  balance. 

With  the  passing  of  the  Litter  Act,  many  Parish 
Councils  asked  for  an  increased  number  of  litter  b;ins,  and  as  many 
as  possible,  having  regard  to  f inane iaJ.  restriction,  wore  fixed. 

In  this  connection,  I fool  that  it  is  a mistake  to  fix  bins  vrhere 
they  cannot  be  emptied  regularly  enough  to  keep  them  from  over- 
flowing, and  I have  resisted  requests  for  bins  on  all  such  sites. 

It  appears  to  mo  fundamental  that  it  is  an  obligation  on  visitors, 
pe.rticularly  those  v;ith  cars,  to  take  home  their  litter,  and  not 
leave  it  to  be  removed  at  the  ratepayers  o^epenso.  Th-at  does  not 
moan,  of  course,  that  litter  receptacles  will  not  be  placed  in 
positions  whore  they  co.n  bo  adequately  serviced,

Rodent  ajid  ot her  Post  Control . 


Under  this  heading  the  report  covers  the  financial 
year  1.  4*  38.  to  31.  3.  59-  Luring  the  major  part  of  the  year, 
the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative  was  on  e^cbondod  sick  leave  in 
consequence  of  which  the  bulk  of  the  rodent  control  work  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  to  some 
extent  on  the  Cleansing  Foreman, 

I^^hilst  authority  was  given  by  the  Council  to  employ 
a,  temporao’y  opora,tivo,  no  person  a.ble  and  willing  to  do  the  work 
could  bo  found. 

Consequent  on  the  o.bove,  the  Counc.il  decided  to 
terminate  the  cmployr.icnt  of  the  operative  cuid  appo,int  a successor. 
This  was  done,  and  just  before  the  end  of  Ma.rch  the  now  operative 
took  up  his  duties.  It  vras  also  decided  that  a vo.n  should  be 
purchased  for  the  use  of  the  operative,  but  this  had  not  been  done 
on  mreh  31st. 
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Sono  of  tlie  third  party  work  could  not  bo  done, 
but  whore  possible,  baits,  usua3J.y  warfarin,  wore  prepared  and 
occupiers  of  .infested  proniscs  were  .instructed  how  to  use  them. 

It  was  found  to  be  possible  to  carry  out  two 
naintenance  se-wer  treatments,  but  only  the  more  urgent  surface 
infestations  could  be  dealt  with. 

It  vras  reported  to  the  Council  that  as  the 
Agricultural  Executive  Comittoe  wore  to  teminivbe  all  contracts 
for  the  destruction  of  ra,ts  on  farms  at  the  end  of  March,  1959, 
it  was  IMcely  that  more  responsib.ility  and  work  wouJLd  be  imposed 
on  the  Council.  After  consideration,  it  was  decided  tliat  all 
farms  within  the  District  be  circularised  through  the  med.ium  of 
the  National  Farmers  Union  and  the  Craven  Tenant  Farmers 
Association,  and  asked  if  they  would  bo  prepared  to  support  any 
extended  scheme  to  serve  the  whole  District,  Only  ten  fru'mers 
.intirrated  tlic-t  they  were  .interested.  Neighbour, ing  Local 
Authorit.ies  wore  also  asked  if  they  would  be  interested  ,in 
nakLng  use  of  o.ny  extended  scheme.  Two  vadjo.in:tng  Author.itios 
replied  in  the  affirmative. 

No  formal  notices  xrcre  served  under  the  Prevention 
of  Damage  by  Posts  Act,  1949,  .informal  action  only  v;as  found  to 
be  necessary. 


The  only  insect  pest  infestations  which  came  to 
light  during  the  year  wore  from  oriental  cockroaches,  and  they 
were  dealt  with  by  the  occupiers  of  the  premises,  on  adv.ice  given 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Hag  Flock  Etc..  Act.  1951. 

There  are  no  manufo-cturers  of  upholstoreci  articles 
registered  under  the  a.bove  Act,  operating  within  the  District. 

There  are  one  or  two  small  f.irms  doing  reruking  and  reconditioning 
of  furniture,  but  I am  not  aware  that  any  new  articles  are  made. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. 

There  o.re  no  licenced  pet  shops  vr.ithin  the  District, 

Mca.t  for  Feeding  /U:iima3-S. 

There  are  no  shops  soiling  stor.D-ised  meat  to  the 
public  within  the  District,  nor  are  any  byelaws  in  operation. 

There  is  a,  knackery  within  the  District  from  which  a 
cons.idcrable  amount  of  horse  and  other  flesh  is  sold  vrholosalo. 

Some  of  the  meat  is  sterilised  before  sale.  Frequent  inspections 
of  the  loiackery  wore  mado|  conditions  were  found  to  be  good  aud 
no  moat  was  seen  to  be  ready  for  delivery  or  delivered  without  it 
firvSt  having  boon  coloured  green. 

Inspection  and  Supervisions  of  Private  Water  Stipplios  & Food . 

A considorablo  pa.rt  of  the  District  wa.s  a.nd  still  is 
supplied  by  non-statutory  and  statutory  water  undeitakers  not  under 
the  control  of  the  Gounc.il|  it  is  to  those  supplies  which  reference 
is  made  overload^ 


During  the  year,  405  samples  were  talcen  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  ex^iminat ion,  of  these,  227  were 
satisfactory,  and  17B  unsatisfactory  to  a varying  extent. 

The  trouble  ejqperienced  in  former  years  with  the 
untreated  spring  supplies  to  EracewelD.  did  not  2?ccur,  and  samples 
showed  the  v;atcr  fit  for  drinking, 

Ifliilst  the  pollution  of  the  supply  to  the  Southfield 
area  of  Addingham  did  not  recur  in  tho  same  form  as  last  yean,  for 
a short  period  the  wa.tor  contained  rather  more  bacillus  coli  than 
is  considered  desirablei  on  investigation  it  appoms  that  tho  mains 
were  not  being  flushed  as  often  as  is  desirable,  and  the  trouble 
cleared  after  the  mains  had  been  flushed  txro  or  tliroc  times. 

The  Salt erf orth  village  supply  was  found  to  bo  grossly 
polluted  during  tho  yca.r,  but  prolonged  and  detailed  investigation 
did  not  show  any  obvious  path  whereby  pollut  ion  could  be  getting 
into  the  springs  whicli  actuaJly  anise  near  tho  supply  tahlcs.  It 
appears  that  the  pollution  might  have  been  cauisod  by  overstocking 
the  adjoining  grassland  with  poultry  as  the  trouble  gradually 
cleared  up  some  tfiic  after  the  stock  had  been  removed. 

A private  supply  to  a boarding  school  and  adjoining 
properties  in  Glusburn  was  found  to  bo  unfit  for  consumption. 

Invost igat iOxT.  in  this  case  revcaJed  that  tho  chlorination  plant 
was  not  working.  As  soon  as  the  plant  was  ro- started,  no  further 
trouble  was  experienced. 

The  Thorpe  V.illage  supply  was  found  to  be  polluted 
during  the  very  wet  vsummer,  and  represonto,tions  were  imdo  with  a 
view  to  protection  work  being  done  to  the  inlet  to  tho  tank  and 
to  the  tank  itself.  Later  samples  showed  that  the  \rator  had 
improved • 


The  supply  to  a detached  house  aixi  adjoiniiig  cottages 
in  Kettlewell  was  found  to  be  not  quite  up  to  first  class  standard. 
This  house,  which  is  to  bo  converted  to  a holiday  centre  vdll 
accommodate  about  100  guests  during  the  summer  season,  and  it  was 
therefore  essential  tlia.t  tho  supply  should  bo  improved,  iiftor 
negotiation,  it  vras  agreed  that  a pressure  filter  should  bo  inserted 
in  the  main  .supply  pipe.  The  work  had  not  been  completed  at  the  end 
of  the  ye.ar. 


A small  supply  serving  about  tlireo  fanms  and  other 
promises  in  Gononloy  Parish  was  found  to  be  polluted.  After 
investigations  ojcbending  over  some  months,  it  wa.s  found  tha.t  one 
of  tho  two  springs  supplying  tho  v;ater  was  polluted.  When  this 
spring  Ind  been  diverted,  the  wc,tor  from  the  other  was  fit  for  use. 

In  addition  to  the  above,.  10  sa.mplos  were  sent  to  a 
public  analyst  for  chemical  examination.  All  \ioto  satisfactory. 

At  the  request  of  tho  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  4 samples 
were  submitted  for  acidity  and  lead  content j one  of  those  did, 
in  fact,  contain  loaxl  for  tho  first  time  since  records  were  kept. 

No  explanation  could  be  found  for  this  and  later  samples  contained 
no  lead  whatever,  oven  after  standing  in  the  pipe  for  long  periods. 
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Hill:  SuPT:ly. 


The  saraplLtig  and  supervision  of  retail 
distribution  of  milk  contiaues  to  be  the  responsibility  of 
District  Councils.  Many  of  the  distributors  were  selling 
pasteurised  or  tuborculia  tested  m.ill'C  and  none  retailed  ravr 
milk  from  noiv-attcstcd  herds.  Sampling  as  hitherto  was 
confined  mainly  to  producer-retailers  whoso  milk  was  not 
tested  elsewhere.  Hi  addition  to  sampling  for  methylene 
blue  test  and  biological  examination  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli,  the  laboratory  was  asked  to  carry  out  the 
'’'ring”  test  for  the  presence  of  brucella  abortus.  A 
surprisingly  large  proportion  of  the  samples  gave  positive 
results.  Tovrards  the  end  of  the  year,  those  sa.mples  which 
were  found  to  be  positive  on  ’'ring"  test  wore  also  submitted 
for  culture  or  biological  examination^  in  many  cases,  the 
"ring"  tests  were  not  confirmed  by  these  later  exarainat ions . 

One  retail  milk  supply  was  diverted  for  a time  for  pasteurisat- 
ion because  of  the  presumed  presence  of  brucella  abortus. 

No  samples  submitted  for  biological  exp:minn,tion  for  tubercle 
bacilli  proved  to  be  positive. 

Apart  from  the  producer- retailors,  there  wore 
17  firms  registered  as  retailers  and  distributors  of  milk, 

15  firms  vjoro  issued  with  licences  under  the  ililk  (Special 
Designat  ion)  (Raw  Milk) Rogiilat  ions,  1949?  authorising  them 
to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  ivithin  the  District,  and 
10  firms  hold  Deaier’s  Licences  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Millc) Regulations, 

1949?  authorising  the  use  of  the  designations  "Pasteurised" 
and  "Sterilised".  As  last  year,  there  v/ere  two  registered 
dairies  witliin  the  district.  SYipplcmontary  licences  were 
held  by  one  firm  authorising  the  designations  "Tuberculin 
Tested",  "Pasteurised" and  "Sterilised"  respectively. 


Icc-0rca.m. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  v;oro  106  retailors 
of  ico-croan  registered;  of  these,  9 were  also  registered 
as  manufacturers. 

All  the  promises  were  visited  regularly,  and 
their  products  sampled.  The  manufacturers,  who  are  all  .in 
a small  way  of  business,  all  comply  with  the  Heat  Treatment 
and  other  Hygiene  Regulations,  and  in  no  case  was  there 
anything  to  complam  of  Hi  the  layout  of  the  promises  or 
their  methods.

Although  the  occurrence  of  water  borne  disease  has 
been  strilcingl/  reduced  vjithin  past  decades,  this  has  only 
been  effected  by  the  conbined  and  unrenitting  efforts  of  the 
engineer,  the  chordst,  the  bacteriologist,  and  the  health 
officer.  Th.ese  efforts  met  be  continued  for  any  relaxation 
would  be  fraught  with  danger,  particularly  as  nany  parts  of 
the  country  beconc  nore  urbanised  and  industrialised,  and 
other  parts  becone  nore  accessible  to  the  ever  increasing  nunber 
of  people  who  wish  to  walk,caap,  or  caravan  in  the  open  spaces. 
Regional  grouping  of  water  supplies  in  no  way  dininishea  this 
responsibility.  Sinilarly,  environnental  hygiene  has  not, 
because  of  its  past  successes,  becone  a concern  of  lesser 
inportance  and  significance.  And  the  health  .inspector  still 
has  an  inportant  part  to  play  in  the  team  whose  endeavour  it  is 
to  naintain  and  ir.iprovo  the  state  of  the  Public  Health. 

The  subject  of  re-grouping,  and  thereby  naking 
the  best  use  of  our  available  water  sources,  has  been  under 
active  consideration  during  the  year:  and  at  the  tine  of  writing 
this  Report  agreeuent  has  been  reached  on  the  fornation  of  a 
board  which  will  control  the  \^ter  supplies  in  six  districts  in 
the  Division.  Tlie  position  of  the  Rowland  and  Sodbergh  districts 
has  not  been  f inally  settled,  but  it  seeiis  certain  that  arrange- 
Qonts  will  have  to  be  uado  with  neighbouring  authorities  in 
LancasTiire  and  Uostnorland  respectively.

Situated  as  it  is  in  a ra.vine  by  the  side  of  a 
stream  (Monkey  Beck) , which  descends  in  a series  of  small 
vraterfalls,  I have  noticed  on  various  occasions  that  the  volume

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In  an  of fort  to  clarify  the  position  I have 
to±on  -various  sr^nples  from  Monkey  Bock  and  also  from  the 
gathering  ground  above  Dont  Station  from  vhence  Monkey  Beck 
or,ig;inaoes  - all  of  which  would  appear  to  point  to  the 
opinion  above  montioned. 

T!ie  results  of  the  samples  taken  v;ero  reported 
to  the  Public  HcriLth  Committee,  arxl  I have  consoquent’'y  obtaiiiod 
an  e so imate  of  the  cost  of  providing  a.nd  installing  a Chiorhnat  ion 
Plant  and,  with  a view  to  cuttang  out  the  erection  of  o.  Gnlcf- 5 nation 
h'VtfSo,  have  endeavoured  to  arrange  for  the  instiillaticn  of  ti;f.s 
Plant  in  a farm  out  buildiiig  on  the  line  of  the  main  iMaodiately 
below  the  reservoir. 

l\niile  this  has  beon  agreed  to  by  the  owner,  the 
Committee  consider  that  the  proposed  rental  of  £10  later  reduced 
to  £8  P.A,  is  excessive,  and  suggest  that  it  be  reduced. 

(2)  Dont  Supply  (Chlorinated) 

Fed  from  a small  subterranean  stream  being  an  off 
shoot  from  Brovms  Bock,  this  water  is  piped  to  a small  covered 
reservoir  of  some  5>000  galls,  capacity,  and  thence  by  3”  C#I. 
distribution  mains  to  the  villages  of  Dent  and  Gavrthrop. 

With  one  exception,  consistent  sampling  ho.s  proved 
this  supply  to  be  satisfactory. 

Following  upon  works  of  .improvement  carried  out 
during  1957,  no  difficulty  whatsoever  has  been  experienced  in

(3)  SedboTvdh  Water  (Filtered  and  Chlorinated) 

Fed  from  upland  springs  and  streams,  and  collected 
from  tlrree  ma.in  points  at  Scttlobcck,  Ashbeck  and  Hobdale,  these 
supplies  are  piped  to  a storage  and  service  reservoir  of  2,500^000 
and  60,000  galls,  (approx) . respectively,  and  thence  by  5"  ~ 3” 
mains  respectively  to  the  town  of  Sodbergh. 

While  both  the  storage  and  service  reservoirs  arc 
leaking  - a fact  which  has  been  mentioned  in  succeeding  Annual 
Reports  since  1952  - no  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  mam- 
ta.ining  this  supply  during  the  past  year.

''boost”  to  assist  the  supply  in  the  higher  points  in  Ingleton. 

In  addition  to  the  improvement  in  the  water  delivery  to  these 
points  there  mUI  be  a substantial,  improvement  ,ln  the  quality 
of  the  water  to  the  whole  of  Ingleton  by  reason  of  this  augumentat- 
ion,  enabling  the  former  supply  from  Crina  Bottom  to  be  very 
substantially  reduced,  if  not  entirely,  eliminated.

1 .  GEIERAL  DESCRIPTION; 

Detr.ils  of  the  acreages  and  populations  of  the 
eight  districts  have  already  been  given  :in  Section  A. 

Social,  conditions  have  changed  very  little,  and  it  is  a 
matter  for  regTet  that  Local  Authority  housing  is  almost 
at  a standstill  when  considerable  waiting  lists  still 
exist,  and  old  property  awaits  demolition.  The  caravan  is 
not  an  alternative  type  of  permanent  residence  in  this 
Division,  but  there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  holiday  and 
week-end  sites,  Tv/o  excellent  sites  have  been  developed, 
but  some  of  the  others  o-re  much  less  satisfactory,  and  as 
the  popularity  of  caravanning  is  not  just  a temporary  phase 
the  provision  of  additional  sites  needs  very  early  considerat- 
ion. 


The  farming  community  as  a whole  had  another 
satisfactory  year,  although  the  hay  crop  was  only  gathered 
under  great  difficulties,  and  after  many  weeks  of  effort. 

The  general  employment  position  during  195S  was 
worse  than  it  has  been  at  any  time  s:ince  1952.,  x^hen  the 
fuel  crisis  \ms  the  main  cause  of  a very  sharp  rise  in 
unemployment.  The  industry  most  affected  was  textiles,  and 
the  worst  month  was  Septenbor,  Extended  holidays  were  common, 
but  unemployment  was  uneven,  in  that  there  were  not  large 
numbers  on  the  Exchange  register  from  many  firms  at  one  and 
the  same  time.  Industries  other  than  textiles  wore  o.lso 
reported  to  have  a quieter  time  in  1958.,  and  although  there 
was  some  short  time  working  it  was  in  no  sense  of  a serious 
nature.  Whilst  there  was  an  unsatisfied  demand  for  both  men 
and  women  throughout  the  year,  it  was  much  smaller  than  in  previous 
years . 


2.  HE/iLTH  CENTRES; 


There  is  nothing  now  to  report  under  this  heading, 
for  although  their  development  on  an  extensive  scale  was 
envisaged  ,in  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  very  few  local 
health  authorities  have  either  built  health  centres  or  adapted 
premises  for  that  purpose.  In  any  event,  their  provision 
pre- supposes  a certain  minimum  population  which  it  would  be 
impossible  to  provide  in  most  parts  of  this  Division,  and  for 
our  clinics  we  shall  still  have  to  rely  on  such  rooms,  halls 
and  institutes  as  are  available  in  the  villages  and  smaller 
towns,  along  with  the  mobile  clinic.  The  former  day  nursery 
at  Barnoldswick  is  the  only  really  satisfactory  clinic  in  the 
Division,  and  a suitable  central  site  for  a clinic  :in  Skipton 
remains  to  be  found. 


3.  MIDWIFBRY. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  local  health  authority  to  provide 
midwives  for  mothers  wishing  to  have  babies  in  their  own  homes. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  midwife  conducts  the  confinement, 
but  if  e.  doctor  is  present  she  acts  as  maternity  nurse. 

One  whole-time  midwife  has  been  employed  in  the  West  Graven 
area.  In  the  remainder  of  the  Division  the  home  nurse/midwives 
have  dealt  with  a limit od  number  of  confinements  in  their  own 
areas,  or  perhaps  in  an  adjacent  a,rea  ,if  acting  as  relief. 

This  has  proved  to  be  the  best  arrangement  in  a Division  where 
there  is  no  shortage  of  maternity  beds,  and  whore  much  of  the 
population  is  scattered  over  a wide  area.  The  number  of 
confinements  attended  by  the  nidv;ives  was  209  and  they  are  all 
trained  to  administer  gas  and  air  analgesia,  and  pethidine. 
Hospital  confinements  still  comprise  over  80  per  cent  of  the  total 
births,  and  the  booking  of  beds  at  the  two  maternity  units  in 
Skipton  and  St,  John^s  Hospital,  Koighley  is  undertaken  at  the 
Divisional  Health  Office,

Ante-I'Tatal  Clinics; 


A Report  on  the  conf identio.l  enquiries  into  1,410 
maternal  deaths  ,in  England  and  Hales  during  the  years  1952  « 1954 
showed  that  avoidable  factors  wore  present  in  43  per  cent  of  the 
deaths  due  to  pregnancy  and  childbix-thj  and  in  17  per  cent  of 
those  due  to  associated  causes. 

The  principal  avoidable  factors  wero;- 

( 1)  Inadequate  ante-natal  care,  especially  failure  to 

recognise  or  take  action  on  the  early  signs  of  toxaemia. 

(ii)  Failure  to  make  use  of  obstetric  emergency  or  ’flying 
squads’  in  domiciliary  midwifery. 

(iii)  Selection  of  unsuitable  cases  for  home  confinement, 
especially  older  women  and  those  who  had  borne  several 
children. 

Although  this  Division  has  a high  hospital  coniinement  rato 
many  of  the  mothers  booked  for  hospital,  and  many  who  have  chosen 
a domiciliary  confinement  live  a long  way  from  the  hospitols,  and 
the  sometimes  life-saving  facilities  provided  by  the  ’flying  squads’ 
All  midwivos  have,  therefore,  been  carefully  ;informod  on  the 
po.ints  involved,  and  instructed  to  call  out  a ’flying  squad’  if 
the  local  doctor  is  not  immediately  available  in  an  emergency. 

A proportion  of  the  midwives  also  attend  refresher  courses  every 
yeo.r . 

V/hilst  efficient  ante-natal  care  is  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  the  mother,  its  importance  in  reducing  the  number  of 
still-births  and  noo-iaatal  deaths  (i.o.,  with.Ln  the  first  week  of 
life)  must  also  be  remembered.  Tho.tr  numbers  now  exceed  the  total 
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nuiTibor  of  d eat  ho  di;.rij;ig  the  whole  of  the  first  year  of  life, 
and  they  can  be  reduced. 

So  far  as  the  local  health  authority  is  concerned, 
ante-natal  care  is  provided  by  the  midwives  working  in  conjunction 
with  the  family  doctors  when  the  patient  is  to  bo  confined  at 
home.  Four  anto-natal  clinics  arc  also  available.  VJhere  the 
patient  does  not  attend  a clinic  and  is  booked  for  hospital 
conf.inemont  her  ante-natal  care  is  entirely  in  the  hands  of 
the  family  doctor. 

A summary  of  the  attendances  at  these  clinics  is 
given  below,  and  the  column  headed  "nidwives  sessions”  includes 
relaxation  exercises  and  mothercraft  classes.  It  now  seems  to 
be  generally  accepted  that  these  classes  fulfil  a most  useful 
function  in  reducing  tension  and  anxiety  and  eliminating  fear, 
thus  mdeing  labour  and  infant  care  much  easier  aiid  more  acceptable. 
In  one  pLace  the  home  nurse/midwifo  organises  those  classes  in 
her  ovrn  home  in  a very  pleasant  informal  atmosphere.  In  others 
the  midwives  and  health  visitors  use  clinic  premises.

4.  CHILD  'DLFAHS. 

Th.is  is  the  responsibility  of  the  widv^ife  until  the 
fourteenth  day  when  it  passes  to  the  health  visitor.  But  in 
the  case  of  hospital  confinements  most  patients  are  discharged 
about  the  tenth  day,  and  the  health  visitor  calls  as  soon  as 
possible  thereafter.  Visiting  is  on  a selective  basis,  particular 
co.re  being  given  to  babies  who  are  not  thriving,  and  whore  care  is 
inadequate  in  one  or  more  respects,  and  is  continued  until  the 
child  reaches  school  ago. 

(c.)  Clinic  Services. 

ifnen  the  National  Health  Service  wa,s  introduced  the 
futrire  of  child  vc’elfare  clinics  seemed  doubtful,  for  there  was  no 
lor.g'.'r  any  f inane icil  barrier  to  the  mother  seeking  advice  for 
hex’  •.hild  from  the  family  doctor.  Some  few  doctors  a.re  still 
ciu"  ; cloning  their  value,  but  it  is  quite  obvious  that  a ma,jority 
01  mothers  in  this  country  have  not  lost  faith  in  their  clinics, 
Q-ni  have  no  doubt  about  their  value  to  them.  Whilst  the  child 
we  I Care  clinic  may  no  longer  need  to  cater  for  the  more  serious 
aili.ents,  there  are  a multitude  of  points  on  which  advice  and 
gv;.-ance  are  stlj'l.  required,  and  which  can  be  given  in  a c'lm 
mb'.  Tried  atmccr.Aiore,  The  attendances  at  our  clinics  never 
foil  appreciably,  and  continue  at  a very  satisfactory  level. 
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The  Gale  of  dried  >nilk  and  other  foods  is 
undertaken  at  all  the  static  and  some  of  the  mobile  clinics, 
and  this  is  a great  convenience  to  the  mothers.

(b)  The  Mobile  Clinic. 

This  clinic  contituies  to  operate  in  the  Division  on  four 
days  each  fortnight,  with  the  health  visitor  for  the  area  in 
attendance.  Its  value  is  enhanced  by  the  attendance  of  a 
doctor,  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures  can  then  be 
undertaken.  Unfortunately,  the  staffing  position  does  not 
permit  this  to  be  done  in  the  smaller  villages  and  haruLets, 
which  are  often  the  most  isolated,  and  where  such  a service 
would  be  particularly  welcome.

(c)  Premature  B irths ; 

Preraaturity  is  the  chief  cause  of  death  in.  infants  under  one 
year,  and  particularly  under  one  month.  It  is,  by  definition, 
given  to  infants  weighing  ^ lbs.  or  loss,  at  birth  irrespective 
of  the  period  of  gestation.  It  is  now  generally  accepted  that 
the  chances  of  survival  of  the  very  small  babies  are  greatly 
increased  by  admission  to  hospital  units  specially  equipped  and 
vStci'fed  for  their  care,  so  the  equipment  held  in  the  D.ivision  for 
this  purpose  is  very  rarely  used.

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There  were  58  premature  babies  born  in  the  Division 
during  the  year,  5 0 being  born  ,in  hospital,  and  8 at  home. 


There  are  no  day  or  residential  nurseries  in  the 
Division,  but  there  is  a Childrens^  Homo  in  Skipton.  This  is 
administered  by  the  Childrens*  Department  with  a Health  Department 
doctor  exercising  medical  supervision. 

(o)  The  Nursery  and  Child^  Minders  (Regulation)  Act,  1948. 

Under  this  Act  registration  and  approval  of  homes  is 
required  where  tliree  or  more  children  under  five  years  of  ago 
are  received  to  be  looked  after  for  a day  or  a substantial  part 
of  a day,  or  for  any  longer  period,  not  exceeding  six  days. 

No  applications  wore  received  during  the  year,  and  there  is 
only  one  rogistorod  minder  within  the  Divisions 

Unmarried  Parenthood; 

Until,  comparatively  recently  the  mortality  rates  for 
.‘illegitimate  children  were  much  higher  tlian  for  the  legitimate, 
Tcv-day,  that  is  not  so,  but  the  illogitmate  child  still  starts 
life  with  serious  handicaps,  social,  emotional,  moral,  and  legal. 
These  Handicaps  are  greatest  for  first  babies,  but  they  also 
exist  for  a considerable  number  of  second  and  third  babies  born 
as  a result  of  their  mother *s  cohabitation. 

There  were  32  .illegitimate  births  in  the  Division 
during  the  year,  and  the  services  of  the  department  were  requested 
on  9 occasions.  The  County  Council  provided  f.inancial 
assistance  in  the  9 cases  which  were  admitted  to  Moral  Welfare 
Homes  for  confinement  and  care.  To  the  officials  of  these  Homes, 
and  the  Councils  and  Societies  sponsoring  them,  we  arc  again 
.indebted  for  their  co-operation, 

5.  HOME  ItJRSING. 

The  number  of  home  nurses  employed  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  twenty  two|  four  were  undertak.ing  homo  nursing  only,  the 
remainder  being  homo  nurses  and  midwives.  T^./o  of  the  latter 
are  employed  as  whole  time  relief  staff  to  cover  off-duty,  holidays^ 
absence  through  sickness  or  other  causes,

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It  1ms  been  possible  to  deal  with  this  volunio  of 
work  because  all  the  nurses  have  cars  either  provided  by 
themselves  or  by  the  County  Council,  and  because  we  have 
had  a full  staff.  But  since  the  1st  January,  1959  one 
vacancy  has  occurred,  and  it  has  not  been  possible  to  fill 
it  up  to  the  time  of  writing  this  Report,  dovspite  extensive 
advertising  and  enquiry.  Furthermore,  some  members  of  the 
staff  are  "gett.ing  on"  in  years,  and  several  could  retire 
now  :if  they  wished  to  do  sc.  The  shortage  of  nurses  is,  of 
course,  a national  one.  It  has  affected  a great  number  of 
hospitals,  even  teaching  hospitals,  but  whereas  they  can 
employ  orderlies  and  assistants,  our  domiciliary  services 
require  nurses  who  are  also  qualified  midwives  and  able  to 
drive  cars.  In  these  circumstances,  it  seems  unl.Dcely  that 
we  shall  be  able  to  continue  to  provide  the  service  which 
the  public  has  had.  in  the  past, 

6.  HF/iLTH  VISIT  BIG; 

In  this  Division  the  health  visitors  are  also 
employed  as  school  nurses  and  tuberculosis  visitors.  In 
the  latter  capacity  they  act  as  nurses  at  the  Chest  Clinics 
on  a rota  basis,  and  this  provides  a valuable  contact  vdth 
the  Chest  Physician.  In  addition,  they  have  been  taking  an 
increasing  interest  in  the  ^-^elfare  of  the  aged,  and  the 
administration  of  the  home  help  service,  A further  develop- 
ment has  been  the  attendance  of  heoJLth  visitors  at  case 
conferences  conducted  by  the  psychiatrist  in  charge  of  the 
Child  Guidance  Clinic,  T}ie  experience  obtained  at  these 
coiiferences  should  place  them  in  a better  position  to  deal 
with  probloDis  of  a psychological  nature  which  are  common  in^ 
their  day  to  day  work,  and  in  particular  the  early  recognition 
of  disturbances  in  mothers  and  young  children  which  may  have 
serious  effects  at  some  later  date.  One  health  visitor 
cont  inues  to  devote  time  to  hospital  liaison  work,  particula.rly 
the  admission  and  discharge  of  patients  in  the  category  of 
chronic  sick.  Apart  from  absences  due  to  .illness,  it  1ms  been 
possible  to  maintain  a full  staff,  and  in  this  we  have  been 
fortunate.  The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  was  away  for 
four  months  on  a,  ikieen^s  Nurses  training  course,  and  was 
subsequently  appointed  Divisional  Nursing  Officer  with  special 
responsibilities  for  both  home  nurses  and  health  visitors. 

This  appointment  is  in  pursuance  of  the  County  Council's 
policy  of  decentralisation,  whereby  supervision  is  given  by 
a local  person  instead  of  someone  from  a rather  remote  County 
Hall. 


From  what  has  been  v/r.itten  it  will  bo  apparent  that 
the  services  rendered  by  the  health  visitors  comprise  a.  w,ide 
range  of  medico— social  activities  in  health  education  and 
family  guidance  which  cannot  be  readily  chare. ctcriscd  or 
enumerated  for  statistical  purposes.  Furthermore,  local  needs 
and  eircunstnnees  vary  considerably.  But  it  is  customary  to 
give  some  record  of  the  visits  undertaken  and  these  are  the 
figures  for  1958:-

7.  HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  local  health 
authority  to  provide  domestic  help  where  such  help  is  required 
owing  to  the  presenco  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an 
expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  or  a child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age. 

Unlike  the  majority  of  health  authorities  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  does  not  employ  home  help  organisers 
at  any  level.  Responsibility  for  the  organisation  of  the  service 
must,  therefore,  be  divided  amongst  the  available  staff  - 
health  visitors  and  home  nurses  under  the  direction  of  the 
divisional  nursing  officer  dealing  with  home  visits,  and  four 
members  of  the  office  staff  attending  to  the  clerical  and 
administrative  side.  At  the  end  of  the  year  one  whole-time 
and  91  part-time  home  helps  were  being  employed,  and  they 
were  providing  a greater  or  lesser  amount  of  help  to  some  278 
households.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  this  is  a considerable 
undertaking,  and  great  credit  is  due  to  the  staff  for  their 
management  of  the  many  helps  employed,  and  for  the  v/ay  they 
have  dealt  with  requests,  often  at  very  short  notice.

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Earlier  Reports  liave  mentioned  the  development 
of  special  aspects  of  the  home  help  service  such  as  night 
attendance,  resident  help,  and  intensive  help  for  problem 
families.  So  far  it  has  not  been  possible  to  implement  these 
as  the  majority  of  home  helps  have  families  and  work  part  time- 
VJh:ilst  a home  help  who  can  deal  satisfactorily  with  problem 
families  needs  wide  experience,  a special  aptitude,  and 
qualifications  which  few  domestic  workers  can  be  expected  to 
possess. 

8.  mmAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  during  the 
year  to  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  the  Inw  relating 
to  Mental  Illness  and  Menta].  Deficiency,  and  a Bill  to  implement 
many  of  its  recommendations  was  expected  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  paragraph,  ilich  of  the  Law  on  mental  .ilUnoss  is  admittedly, 
out  of  date,  and  the  main  recommendations  of  the  Commission  were 
as  follows 

(i)  That  categories  of  mental  patients  should  be  changed,  and 
three  main  groups  of  mentally  disordered  patients  recognised. 

The  first  group, the  mentally  ill  patients,  the  second,  patients 

of  severely  sub-normal  personality  ( cover ,ing  the  present  categories 
of  idiots.  Imbeciles,  and  the  more  severely  disabled  feeble  minded) , 
and  the  tlurd,  patients  of  psychopathic  personality. 

(ii)  Thait  hospital  and  community  services  for  mental  patients 
should  be  integrated  with  similar  services  for  persons  suffering 
from  other  forms  of  illness  or  disability.  And  that  all  forms 
of  care  should  be  available  without  cortifica,tion  to  patients 
who  aro  content  to  receive  them.  This  implies  tliat  many  of  the 
mentally  ill  can  be  treated  or  tra.ined  ^^rithout  bringing  them  into 
hospital,  A general  shift  of  emphasis  from  hospital  care  to 
community  cares  and  a considerable  e^epansion  of  the  services 
provided  by  local  hocJ.th  authorities  for  all  groups  of  mentally 
disordered  pat ient s . 

These  particular  recommendations  have  far  reaching 
implications,  for  although  more  tolerant  and  understanding 
attitude  towards  mental  illness  is  welcome  it  may  not  be  entirely 
rational.  For  the  psychiatrists  are  still  a long  v/ay  from  a 
scientific  understanding  of  most  of  the  major  forms  of  mental 
illness,  and  many  of  the  effective  forms  of  treatment  are  largely 
empirical.  Furthermore,  readmissions  to  mental  hospitals  arc 
in  the  region  of  45  per  cent:  and  there  are  doubts  about  the 
nuinber  of  convalescent,  permanently  eccentric,  and  perhaps 
difficult  persons  any  community  can  absorb, 

(iii)  That  present  procedures  for  admission,  detention,  and 
discharge  of  mental  patients  should  be  revisedj  and  that  patients 
who  are  willing  to  enter  hospital  should  do  so  iiith  no  more 
formalities  tlian  arc  required  when  a patient  enters  a general 
hospital.  For  tho  small  minority,  vRiere  they  are  needed  compulsory 
powers  will  remain. 

It  can  be  mentioned  here  that  it  has  already  been 
possible  to  implement  the  recommendations  in  respect  of  mental 
defectives,  for  many  have  already  been  discharged  from  order  to 
remain  in  hospital  on  an  inforr-ial  basis. 
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I'JliilQt  the  Royal  Commissions  rGcoramondations  have 
been  gonerally  well  rGcoivecI  it  must  be  appreciated  that  the 
problem  of  mental  illness  confronting  the  medical  and  allied 
services  is^a  great  one,  ilnd  that  an  e3<p£insion  of  services  on 
the  l.ines  visualised  confronts  local  health  authorities  with 
many  d.iffiGulties,  particularly  in  relation  to  finance  and 
recruitment  of  staff. 

In  the  meantime,  our  services  have  continued  to 
operate  much  as  they  did  :in  1957. 


The  Duly  Authorised  Officers,  i^hose  duty  it  is  to 
take  initic.l  proceedings  for  removal  to  hospital  of  persons 
who  are  to  be ^ dealt  with  under  the  Lunacy  and  Montal  Treatment 
Acts,  dealt  with  lo  patients  and  gave  assistance  in  ob taming 
admission  under  Section  1,  of  the  Montal  Treatment  Act  in  a 
further  9 cases.  These  figures  o,re  snail,  and  show  that  volnatary 
admission  is  already  much  the  commonest  form  of  admission. 

Otner  cases  referred  to  the  authorised  officers  for  action,  but 
whore  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  proceed  under  the  Lunacy  or 
Mental  Treatment  Acts,  numbered  16, 

^As  regards  the  mental  defect ives|  six  new  cases 
were  ascertained^  during  the  year,  all  of  whom  v;ero  under  sixteen 
years  of  age,  Trree  defectives  were  admitted  to  hospitals,  and 
tliree  admitted  as  short-stay  cases  to  give  a period  of  relief  to 
■choir  parents,  ponding  permanent  admission, 

. . oT  "the  year  101  defectives  were  resident 

in  the  Division,  81,  being  under  Statutory  Supervision,  2 under 
Guard iansaip,  17  under  Voluntary  Supervision,  and  1 on  licence 
from  a hospital.  Supervision  of  these  defectives  is  undertaken 
by  the  Mental  Health  Social  iJorker,  and  she  also  supplies 
reports  to  hospitals  when  licence,  holiday  leavo  etc,,  are  being 
considered.^  The  Social  Worker  has  also  undertaken  a certain 
amoun’fc  of  visitation  of  the  mentally  ill,  particularly  those 
recenily^ discharged  from  hospital  and  needing  after-care. 

In  addition  to  the  numbers  given  above  there  were  100  defectives 
whose  homes ^ are  in  the  Division  receiving  hospital  care  elsewhere.

Ine  Group  Training  Centres  continued  to  cater  for 
a limited  number  of  the  younger  defectives,  although  more  could 
have  been  accommodated  their  homes  had  been  more  accessible 
or  transport  fo.c.ilities  better.  The  Centres  at  Bentham  o.nd  Skipton 
were  open  on  t^ee  days  each  week,  and  the  Settle  Centre  on  four 
^ilst  the  teacher  of  the  mentally  handicapped  was 
visiting  ten  defectives  in  their  own  homes  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

9»  VACCINATION  AI@  T^MJHISATIOW. 

, been  well  said  that  the  attitude  of  a society 

towards  protective  Immunisation  is  an  excellent  test  of  its  health 
consciousness  and  sense  of  civic  responsibility.  But  how  often  is 
the  success  of  a government  scheme,  freely  offered,  dependent  upon 
the  presence,  threat,  or  onset  of  a great  epidemic,  its  severity 
and  ^mortality,  or  fear  of  the  unlmiovm.  The  recent  demand  for 
polio  vaccination  because  of  the  fear  of  death  or  disability;  the 
rush  for  vaccination  when  smallpox  appears  in  a locality;  and  the 
emand  for  vaccination  a-go,,inst  influenza,  are  exa.mplos  of  throats 
w c are  still  required  to  i^roduce  real  evidence  of  health  conscious- 
ness, JU  .-4.  . 

^ wnilsu  It  has  never  been  claimed  tliat  immunisation  aga;inst 

<^ny  disease  wiH  give  absolute  protect.Lon,  there  are  now  six  diseases 
in  this  country  in ^ which  it  is  clained  that  a high  degree  of  .immunity 
can  be  given.  Patients  are  strongly  advised  to  accept  these  forms  of 
^pimunisation,  for  although  repeated  inject/ions  may  perhaps  be  tiresome  to 
them  and  their  off-spring,  exper,ience  has  shown  they  are  well  voi'fehwhilo. 
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From  an  annual  incidence  of  over  50,000  cases  and 
over  2,000  deaths  por  annum  before  the  last  War,  the  cases 
load  dropped  to  less  tlian  50  and  the  deaths  to  less  than 
10  in  1957.  But  195B  has  shown  disquieting  feattires  in  a 
number  of  small  outbreaks  in  this  country.  The  total  number 
of  cases  (uncorrected  not.ifications)  was  193,  and  these 
outbreaks  emphasise  the  point  tint  every  chiD.d  should  still 
be  imraunised  in  infancy,  and  given  ‘booster*  doses  of  vaccine 
during  school  life. 


irhopoing  Gough. 

Whilst  this  is  no  longer  a ’killing*  disease  it  can 
cause  much  distress  and  resnilt  in  lung  complications  which 
may  be  of  a permanent  nature.  Vc’.ccination  is  a valuable 
preventive  measure,  and  the  first  of  tliree  injections  should 
be  given  to  babies  in  their  third  month  of  life. 


Smallpox. 

The  dangers  of  this  disease  have  already  been  stated 
in  Section  G*  Vaccination  of  babies  rarely  causes  them  much 
upset,  and  that  is  the  best  t.ime  to  have  it  done.

This  vacc.ine  is  given  to  prevent  tuberculosis,  and 
protection  lasts  several  years,  la  this  Division  it  is  given 
to  thirteen  year  old  children,  all  children  who  are  at  special 
risk  in  contracting  the  disease  from  cases  in  their  families, 
and  hospital  nurses. 

Tetanus. 

The  old  "lock-jaw”  is  an  uncommon  disease,  but  with  a 
high  mortality  despite  recent  advances  in  treatment.  As  it  is 
not  notifiable  the  real  incidence  is  unknown,  but  protection 
against  it  can  be  achieved  by  throe  injections  (often  given 
along  with  diphtheria  and/or  whooping  cough  prophylactics)  with 
booster  doses  at  not  more  than  five  yearly  intervals  thereafter. 
By  this  moans  the  child  arjd  adolescent  can  bo  protected,  but 
it  is  the  adult  worker  who  is  at  gre^atost  risk  by  .infection 
of  wounds,  cuts  etc,,  by  tetanus  germs  after  injuries  and 
accidents.  So  far  no  scheme  has  boon  devised  to  cover  tliis 
group,  but  as  it  has  been  used  in  the  Armed  Forces  for  years, 
a method  of  ensuring  protection  for  civilians  will  surely  bo 
developed  before  very  long. 

Poliomyelitis. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  go-vc  ;inst ructions 
that  vaccinat.ion  against  poliomyelitis  was  to  roceivo  the 
highest  priority,  and  if  necessary  at  the  expense  of  routine  work. 
Those  .instmetiens  have  been  carried  out,  but  only  at  the  expense 
of  deferring  many  medical  oxaminat.ions  in  schools  and  certain 
other  commitments  which  the  department  regard  as  important. 

It  has  been  a very  difficult  programme  to  organise,  for 
initially  it  had  to  be  conf.ined  to  selected  ago  groups  because  of 
shortage  of  British  vaccine,  V/hen  more  vaccine  was  expected  it 
was  extended  to  the  age  group  ”6  months  to  15  years”,  but  much  of 
this  vaccine  did  not  materialise  because  it  did  not  pass  the 
stringent  safety  tests.  The  decision  was  then  mdo  to  import 
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vaccine  from  Canada  and  the  U,S,A,  and  parents  Iiad  to  be  asked 
whether  they  were  agreeable  to  its  use.  Many  were  doubtful 
at  that  tirae  and  refused  permission.  Later  .in  the  year  the  scheme 
was  extended  to  cover  those  persons  betvreen  16  and  25  years  of  age, 
and  a third  injection  was  offered  to  those  who  had  already  load  two. 

Quite  apart  from  the  difficulties  of  supply,  vaccine 
has  to  be  kept  .in  a refrigerator,  and  vaccine  unused  after  a container 
has  been  opened  must  be  discarded  within  a few  hours.  In  addition, 
family  doctors  had  to  be  given  the  opportmiity  of  using  ’polio* 
vaccine,  and  arrangements  made  for  its  transportation  for  use  on 
those  persons  who  he.d  chosen  to  be  vaccinated  at  their  surgeries. 

This  programme  has,  therefore,  .involved  the  department  .in  an 
immense  o-mount  of  work,  the  majority  of  it  clerical  and  administrat- 
ive, There  has  also  been  the  difficulty  of  arranging  vacc iiat.ion 
sessions  in  the  rural  areas  to  ensure  that  no  patient  had  to  travel 
an  unduly  long  distance  to  receive  injections  lost  the  response  be 
jeopardised  through  sheer  inconvenience.  However,  the  response 
has  justified  all  the  effort  involved,  and  the  percentage  of 
children  .immunised  in  this  D.ivision  is  one  of  the  highest  in  the 
West  Riding  and  well  above  the  national  avera,ge.  In  contrast,  the 
response  of  the  adolescents  and  young  adults  (i.o,,  the  ’under 
twenty  fives’)  has  been  most  d.isappo.inting,

10.  UInISATISFACTOIIY  families. 

Those  have  boon  dealt  with  at  some  length  in 
previous  reports.  Sufficient  to  say  here  that  the  Co-ordinating 
Connittee  fomed  under  the  terms  of  the  Joint  Circular  78/50 
from  tho  Ministries  of  Health  and  Education,  and  the  Hone  Office 
lias  contiiiuod  to  noot  with  the  Divisional  Medical  Off  icer  as 
chairman.  More  local  meetings  to  discuss  individual  families 
liave  also  been  held  occasionally.  The  original  pirpose  of 
this  Committee  was  to  discuss  the  neglect  and  ill-troatmont 
of  ckildron  in  their  own  homes,  but  neglect  in  its  more 
obvious  forms  is  rare,  and  major  crime  even  rarer.  The 
discussions  ha,ve,  therefore,  come  to  bo  centred  on  the  problem 
families,  and  those  in  danger  of  getting  that  label,  and  they 
are  a means  of  cze hanging  information  and  co-ordina.t,ing  action. 

Some  useful  i/ork  has  been  done,  but  the  opinion  is  still  held 
that  tho  real  problem  families  cannot  be  adoquatoly  dealt  with 
until  a sxjccial  agency  is  created.  This  might  bo  a Family 
Service  Unit,  Woman  Visitor  of  the  N.S.P.C.C. , Social  Worker, 

’Homo  Adviser’,  or  specially  qualified  Home  Help.  Unfortunately, 
we  have  no  such  agents  to  call  upon,  although  co-operG,t;ion 
between  the  County  Council  and  District  Couiciis  in  their  provision 
would  undoubtedly  savo  the  rate  payers  money  .in  the  long-run. 

11.  VJELFARE  CF  THE  AGED. 

Statistics  on  this  subject  of  ageing  are  often  quoted, 
but  it  is  perliaps  as  well  to  remind  tho  general  public  tint  in 
1901  only  1 person  in  21  was  65  years  or  over.  In  1954  the  ratio 
was  1 in  9 , , and  it  is  estimated  that  in  1975  it  will  be  1 in  7 . 

The  old  are  no  more  a homogonoous  group  than  tho  young  or  middle 
aged,  and  tho  speed  at  which  they  grow  old  depends  as  much  on 
social  factors  as  it  does  on  purely  physical  processes.  AgeUig 
is  quickened  by  such  things  as  loss  of  .interests  due  to  retirement 
or  fra.iltyj  loss  of  relatives  and  friends  duo  to  tho  inevitable 
rosuJ-t  of  living  longer 5 loss  in  financial  security  duo  to  decline 
in  income  or  in  the  value  of  monoyi  loss  of  emotional  socurity 
due  to  changing  environment j loss  of  status  in  their  sphere  of 
socictyj  and  loneliness.  S.ingly  or  collectively,  these  are 
responsible  for  much  f rustrr.t ion,  disappointment,  anxiety, 
depression,  and  unusual  bcliaviour  amongst  tho  oldorly. 
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Turning  to  the  physical  processes  of  ageing,  deterioration  is 
usually  most  obvious  in  the  special  senses,  particularly  sight 
and  hearing.  Manual  dexterity  and  physical  capacity  also 
become  impaired,  especially  ii’  there  is  rheumatism,  or  heart 
or  lung  disease.  These  conditions,  and  others,  have  resulted 
in  a great  demand  for  accomraodation  in  hospitals  and  vrolfare 
homes.  In  fact,  accommodation  in  the  latter  has  increased  by 
over  60  per  cent  in  the  last  ten  years.  It  would  have  been 
iicreased  further  but  for  restrictions  on  capital  expenditure, 
and  the  lack  of  spoc-ied  facilities  and  nurs:ing  attention  required 
by  the  very  iifim  now  occupying  beds  in  hotspitals. 

But  despite  this  depressing  picture,  the  majority 
of  old  people  prefer,  and  should  remain  wherever  possible  .in 
their  oxm  homes.  Much,  and  in  some  cases  a very  great  deal, 
is  done  for  them  by  relatives,  home  helps,  home  nurses,  good 
neighbours,  family  doctors  and  health  visitors.  By  such  agencies 
one  old  lady  of  ninety  six,  who  is  for  all  practical  purposes, 
blind,  has  been  enabled  to  remain  ,in  her  one  downstairs  room 
for  the  past  six  years.  She  will  not  go  to  hospital,  and  her 
views  ho-ve  been  respected.  Furthermore,  she  iias  been  proved  right, 
for  in  recent  years  med.ical  opinion  and  practice  has  changed,  and 
the  view  now  taken  is  that  prolonged  immob:ility  and  stay  in 
hospital,  or  indeed  in  bod  at  home,  is  in  the  best  .interests 
of  neither  patient  nor  hospital.  Whilst  it  is  very  true  that 
many  elderly  people  have  a profound  aversion  to  community  l,ifo. 
Although  admittedly  difficult  to  organise  in  small  urban  and 
rural  comuiunit  ies,  there  is  much  which  could  be  done  to  improve 
the  lot  of  the  aged.  Obvious  o:a?.mples  are  the  provision  of 
appetising  and  nourishing  meals,  a laundry  service,  a chiropody 
service,  and  a visiting  physiotherapivst.  There  are  many  elderly 
lonely  people  \^ho  would  welcome  visitors  whether  sponsored  by  a 
comraittee  or  otherwise,  and  some  who  would  welcome  a •boarding- 
out’  scheme  such  as  has  been  started  in  a few  places.  In 
pursuance  of  the  policy  of  keeping  the  aged  in  their  homes  there 
has  been  a ro-a'ViTO.koning  of  Interest  .in  the  provision  of  special 
accommodation  in  the  form  of  bungalows,  flats,  and  small 
commimit  ios,  Moiiy  almshouses  have  been  brought  up  to  modern 
standards  most  successfully,  and  as  their  origin  is  a matt or  of 
history  it  may  well  be  that  our  fore-fathers  Imew  a good  deal 
more  than  we  give  them  credit  for. 

12.  PREVENT  ION  CF  ILLI^S  - CARE  AW  AFTER  - CARE. 

It  is  common  sense  that  prevention  .is  both  better 
and  cheaper  than  cure,  and  this  is  a statement  which  ha.s  been 
made  on  innumerable  occasions  for  very  mtmy  years.  But  cure  is 
more  spectacular  than  prevention,  and  that  is  one  of  the  basic 
difficulties  in  securing  adequate  attentien  for  prevention.  It 
is,  nevertheless,  clear  that  more  attention  will  eventuoJ.ly  be 
pa.:id  to  prevention,  although  doubtful  as  to  who  w.ill  direct  it. 

The  most  effective  form  of  health  education  is  that  carried  out 
by  way  of  personal  persuasion  and  advice  by  doctors,  nurses, 
midwives,  health  visitors,  health  inspectors  and  others,  in  the 
surgery,  in  the  home,  in  the  hospital,  or  in  the  clinic.  But 
as  things  are  at  present  it  is  true  to  say  that  none  of  these 
.individuals  has  the  time  to  devote  to  a subject  which  its  importance 
demands.  This  does  not  imply  a disparagement  of  present  efforts, 
for  much  good  work  has  been  done.  Or  of  the  help  given  by  radio 
and  television  programmes,  and  the  newspapers.  Within  the  Division 
the  giving  of  advice  has  been  supplemented  by  leaflets,  posters,  and 
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talks  at  clinicG  (sonetixies  illustrated  by  film  strips). 

TaUcs  have  also  been  given  to  various  voluntary  organisations. 
Considerable  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the  problem  of 
smoking  and  lung  cancer,  and  a fair  sized  booklet  v/as  produced 
during  the  year  dealing  with  accidents  in  the  home.  Accidents 
in  the  home  arc  far  too  frequent.  The  deaths  resulting  from 
them  numbered  6,172  .in  England  and  Uales  ;in  1937;  4,. 073  being 
due  to  falls,  792  to  poisoning,  625  to  burns  and  scalds,  392 
to  suffocation,  and  290  to  miscellaneous  causes. 

Diphtheria  prophylaxis  was  not  neglected,  and  a 
special  effort  \ias  made  to  place  in  the  hone  of  every  child 
an  explanatory  leaflet  (and  consent  forra)  doal,ing  with  polio~ 
myelitis  vaccination.  The  results  of  the  latter  were  most 
gratifying. 


Ir.  the  Care  and  AfterwGr.re  Service  much  of  its 
success  depends  on  local  liaison  at  various  levels,  and  this 
continues  to  improve.  The  orrangement  whereby  one  health  visitor 
supplies  reports  on  all  cases  recommended  for  admission  to  chronic 
sick  hospitals  has  been  maintained,  and  this  enables  the  hospital 
authority  to  assess  priorities  of  admission.  This  health  visitor 
also  accompanies  the  consultant  on  ward  rounds,  a.nd  arranges  such 
after-care  as  may  be  necessary  for  those  discharged. 

Tl'j.e  equipment  held  by  nurses  for  loan  to  patients 
requiring  nursing  in  their  own  homes  has  been  put  to  good  use, 
and  larger  items  (e,g.  wheel  chairs,  special  bods  and  chairs) 
have  boon  supplied  through  the  Divisional  Off  ice. 

Recuperative  Heme  Treatment  was  provided  for  15  patients 
during  the  year,  on  the  recommendation  of  their  family  doctors. 

Qf  those  3 were  admissionsto  the  Brentwood  Home  in  Cheshire  which 
also  undertakes  rehabilitation  work,  and  consisted  of  3 mothers 
and  7 children.  P.vrticular  attention  has  again  been  paid  to  the 
tuberculosis  cases,  for  they  have  a disease  in  which  relapse  is 
prone  to  occur  unless  nutrition,  home  circumstances  and  typo  of 
Gnployr.icnt  are  satisfactory.

The  functions  of  this  vservice  were  given  m 
detail  ,in  the  last  Annual  Eepoi't,  a.nd  up  to  this  yearj  it 
has  been  possible  to  deal  with  them  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
But^the  staff  Iiave  been  so  pre-occupied  v/ith  vaccination  against 
poliomyelitis  in  195S  tloat  it  has  not  been  possible  to  under- 
take more  tiaan  a small  percentage  of  the  routine  health 
examw.at ions.  That  has  also  meant  deferment  of  tuberculin 
testing,  and  primary  or  secondary  .immunisation  aga.inst 
dipnther.ia  oi  the  'entrants*  group.  It  is  hoped  that  these 
deferred  e^saminations  will  be  undertaken  in  1959.,  but  in 
the  meantime  arrangements  Iiave  been  made  for  all  'entrants* 
to  Iiave  tho-ir  vision  tested  ,in  the  schools.

All  defects  noted  at  inspection  as  rec^uiring  treatment 
arc  .included  .in  tills  return,  whether  or  not  this  treatment  was 
begun  before  the  date  of  inspect.ion.  Whenever  it  is  considered 
necessary  for  a child  to  be  referred  for  a spoc.ialist  * s op,in.ion 
(other  than  for  an  ophthalmic  exaninatioh.)  notification  is  sent 
to  the  foully  doctor  so  that  ho  can  make  the  arrangements  or  such 
alternative  provision  as  he  considers  des.irable. 


(o)  CLDIIC  ARRANGEMENTS. 
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The  school  clinic  at  S.ilsdGn  has  rGao.inGd  open, 
but  it  has  not  boon  possible  to  operate  the  cl.inics  at  Skipton 
and  Barnoldswick  because  of  other  conaitnents.  Children  in 
these  towns  can  be  seen  at  the  child  welfare  clinics,  but 
this  is  not  a satisfactory  arrangciaent , and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  school  clinics  will  be  re-opened  before  very  long. 

Orthopo.edic,  Paediatric,  Dermtological,  and 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinics  are  held  at  Skipton  Hospital  by 
consultants  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  For  sone  ckildron 
these  are  not  convenient,  and  they  can  be  seen  at  siriilar 
clinics  held  at  Keighley,  Kendal,  and  in  the  Lancashire  hospitals. 
For  children  with  defects  of  vision  clinics  are  arranged  in 
Skipton,  Barnoldswick,  Settle,  Ingleton,  Clitheroe  and  Sedbergh. 
Their  examination  and  re-oxar.iinat ion  is  in  the  hands  of  an 
ophthalmologist  appointed  by  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
and  during  the  year  he  sa^^^  ytl  cases. 

During  the  year  arrangonents  were  completed  for 
Dr,  Burbury,  a consultant  on  the  staff  of  the  Leeds  University 
Department  of  Psychiatry,  to  re-open  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic 
•in  Scipton,  and  to  hold  weekly  sessions.  This  has  proved  a 
very  great  help,  for  attendance  at  the  clinic  at  Shipley  was  very 
inconvenient  for  many  parents  and  children. 

It  is  also  very  gratifying  to  report  that  after  being 
v/ithout  a speech  therapist  for  two  years  Miss  Thomas  joined  the 
Divisional  Staff  in  August,  and  has  organised  clinics  in  various 
places. 


(f)  H^I^ICAPPED  PUPILS. 


Section  34  of  the  Education  Act,  1944  places  a duty 
upon  Local  Education  Authorities  to  ascertain  those  children  who, 
by  disability  of  mind  or  body,  require  special  educational  treat- 
ment; and  Section  33  roqu.ircs  such  Authorities  to  nalco  provision 
for  the  specia.1  education  recommended. 

This  duty  is  not  l.lcely  to  decrease  for  some  time,  for 
the  steadily  falling  infantile  mortality  rates  liave  been  paralleled 
by  a falling  mortality  ra.tio  amongst  premature,  congenitally 
defonmed,  and  weakly  babies.  In  other  v/ords,  advances  in  medical 
Icnowledge  he.ve  enabled  many  babies  to  survive  who  in  earlier  days 
would  have  died. 

These  children,  as  they  grow  up,  presont  not  only 
clinical  and  social  problems,  but  education^  problems  as  well. 

Many  of  the  conditions  they  suffer  from  are  permanent,  and  it  ha-s 
been  truly  said  that  in  the  background  of  every  handicapped  child 
is  a handicapped  fam.ily.  The  care  and  training  of  such  ch;ildrcn 
needs  faith,  hope,  love  and  perseverance,  Uhilst  their  parents 
need  help  and  support  to  combat  the  grief, and  feelings  of  despair 
and  helplessness  which  must  often  be  their  lot.  The  number  of 
handicapped  children  in  any  Division  is  fortunately  not  large, 
but  it  is  important  to  keep  comprehensive  records  of  them,  and  to 
review  these  periodically  to  ensure  that  each  cliild  is  receiving 
the  best  attention  and  education  for  which  he  is  fitted.

Ill  the  Division  thoro  were  nt  the  end  of  the  year  111- 
childron  classified  as  handicapped,  and  59  children  with 
lesser  defects  classified  as  •observation’  under  our  own  ci'itcria. 
All  those  children  are  visited  regularly  by  a medical  officer  or 
health  visitor,  and  tliose  at  ordinary  schools  are  also  seen  by 
them  whenever  they  visit  to  carry  out  routine  examinations.

(2).  EMPLOYI'-ENT  OF  SCHOOL  CHIIDREH. 

The  County  Council  has  byelaws  regulating  the  employment 
of  children  of  compulsory  school  ago,  requiring  them  to  bo 
medically  e^iamined  within  two  weeks  of  starting  employment  to 
ensure  that  it  is  not  prejudicial  to  their  health.  During  the 
yoar  55  children  were  examined. 

(h)  YOUTH  EiPLOH^iSilT  SERVICE. 

It  is  the  practice  to  send  medical  reports  to  the 
Youth  Employment  Officer  on  all  children  leaving  school,  with 
specific  recomondat ions  where  they  aro  indicated.  But  this 
year  it  hc-S  only  boon  possible  to  report  on  selected  cases 
because  the  routine  examination  of  school  leavers  hc-s  had  to 
be  deferred  tlrrough  pressure  of  other  work. 
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(i)  B.C.G.  VACCmTIQN. 

It  tos  boon  pooDiblo  to  of for  this  forn  of  protection 
against  tuberculosis  to  the  tliirteen  yoar  old  children,  and  the 
results  have  already  been  recorded  under  the  paragraph  on 
’Vaccination  and  hxiuiiisation’ . 


Exr.aination  of  chiJ-drens  heads  for  infestation  with 
verain  is  undertaken  by  the  school  nurses.  During  the  year 
17763  exr.T-iinat ions  were  made  and  131  children  found  to  require 
treatnent.  In  nany  cases  this  is  a cliance  infestation,  but 
where  persistent  or  severe  special  conbs  and  head  lotions  are 
available  for  treatnent.

The  Division  may,  therefore,  be  regarded  as  fortunate 
in  having  t\TO  full-tine  school  dental  officers  along  with  sone 
part-tine  assistance,  Uhilst  they  cannot  provide  the  optiraun 
cover,  the  possession  of  two  caravans  noans  that  the  najority 
of  children  Ln  the  rural  schools  receive  treatnent  which  it 
would  otherwise  be  very  difficult  for  raany  to  obtain.

The  distribution  of  I.'elfare  Foods,  other  than 
liquid  niUk,  continues  to  be  the  responsibility  of  the  local 
health  authorities.  Orange  Juice  is  supplied  for  children 
under  two  years,  cod  liver  oU.  for  children  under  five,  and 
vitaiains  A and  D for  expectant  mothers.  Distribution  is 
undertaken  at  the  Skipton  and  Settle  Health  Offices,  the  child 
welfare  clinics,  and  by  voluntary  agencies  in  a number  of  more 
isolated  villages.  The  amounts  distributed  were  144^7 'ti^s  of 
National  Dried  MUk,  33628  bottles  of  Orange  Juice,  5^545 
bottles  of  God  Liver  Oil,  and  3,335  packets  of  Vitamins  A and  D 
tablets. 

The  estimated  national  expenditure  on  this  service 
in  1957/58  was  over  £27  million  pounds,  approximately  three 
quarters  of  that  being  on  liquid  milk.

When  so  many  health  authorities  are  short  of  staff  this 
Division  has  been  fortunate  ;in  having  a full  establishment  throughout 
the  year.  It  has  not  been  maintained  without  difficulty,  and 
reference  lias  already  been  made  under  the  section  on  ’Home  Nursing* 
to  the  disquieting  prospects. 

Staff  Conferences  were  arranged  at  Raikeswood  and 
Grassington  HospitcJ.5  during  the  summer.  Besides  being  informative 
these  conferences  provide  a welcome  oppoi*tunity  for  the  nurses  to 
meet  their  colleagues,  many  of  whom  work  in  comparative  isolation. 
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A nocting  of  the  L:^.cds  Paediatric  Club  w<.3  held  at  Ingleborough 
Eall  School j and  members  of  the  1/,V*S*  gave  three  talks  on 
the  treatment  of  mass  casualties  from  lluclear  Uarfare.  licntion 
has  alrea.dy  been  made  of  the  demands  on  the  medical  and  clerical 
staffs  by  the  'polio*  vaccination  programme,  to  the  exclusion 
of  much  other  .important  work.  And  if*,  as  seems  lively,  this 
programme  is  to  contiiue  for  several  years,  these  staffs  will 
ha.ve  to  be  strengthened. 

By  the  time  this  Report  appears  in  print  the  transfer 
of  the  staff  from  the  Health  Office  at  Settle  will,  with  one 
exception,  have  been  completed.  But  much  administrative 
inconvenience  liafs  been  experienced  throughout  the  year,,  by 
Divisions  1 and  2 being  'officially!  sjnalgamated,  but  in  fact 
still  divided  through  lack  of  accommodation  at  the  idcipton  Off  ice,
